To His Excellency, Sidney J. Catts, 
Governor of Florida. 
Sir: — In accordnace with the law, the Railroad Com- 
missioners herewith submit to you their twenty -first an- 
nual report for the period beginning March 1, 1917, and 
ending February 28, 1918. 



OCKLAWAHA VALLEY RAILROAD. 

Early in November, 1917, the Commissioners were ad- 
vised by shippers in Ocala, Palatka and along the line of 
the Ocklawaha Valley R. R., that that road had posted 
notices along its right-of-way that it would cease opera- 
tion of trains after November 30, 1917. On November 6 
a communication was received from Mr. 8. P. Hollinrake, 
vice-president and general manager of the O. V. R. R., 
petitioning to be allowed to discontinue the operation of 
trains not later than midnight of November 30. 

On November 12, the Commissioners issued telegraphic 
notice for a hearing to be held in Oeala on November 14, 
to consider this application. The hearing was held, at 
which the citizens of Ocala- and Palatka were represented 
by counsel, the citizens along the line of road appearing 
in their own behalf individually. The representatives of 
the Ocklawaha Valley R. R. were also heard. 
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Ou November 16 the Commissioners issued Order No. 
576 denying the application of the Ocklawaha Valley K, 
R. to discontinue operation. Soon after this order was 
issued it was intimated to the Commissioners that the 
management of the Ocklawaha Valley R. R. might ignore 
the said order and not only discontinue operation, but 
dismantle the road. In order to forestall this action, 
the Commissioners applied to Judge Wills, of the Eighth 
Circuit, for an order restraining them from discontinu- 
ing operation or removing their track. This restraining 
order was granted by Judge Wills on November 27. 

On December 8th, the Commissioners were advised that 
the Ocklawaha Valley had ceased operation, and that it 
would not resume the running of trains. Then the Com- 
missioners applied to Judge W. S. Bullock, of the Fifth 
Circuit, for the appointment of a receiver, and a sim- 
ilar application was made bj W. S. Hood, trustee, on 
behalf of the railroad. Judge Bullock appointed as Re- 
ceiver Mr, 8. P. Hollinrake, vice-president and general 
manager of the Ocklawaha Valley. On December 14th, 
Judge Bullock appointed Mr. Richard McConathy spe- 
cial master in chancery for the purpose of taking proof 
in this matter. 

Inasmuch as the Receiver appointed by Judge Bul- 
lock had not made any effort to operate the road since the 
6th of December, and because the shippers along the line 
of the Ocklawaha Valley were suffering because of thfc 
suspension of service, the Commissioners, on January 3d, 
laid the entire matter before Director General of Rail- 
roads, Hon. W. G. McAdoo, in the following wire : 

"The Ocklawaha Valley R. R., extending from Silver 
Springs, in Marion county, to Palatka, in Putnam county, 
a distance of forty-five miles, has discontinued operation 
and is attempting to dismantle the road. This Commis- 
sion secured a temporary restraining order out of the 
Circuit Court to prevent dismantling and filed bill in 
the Circuit Court for Marion county asking the appoint- 



ment of receiver to operate the property. Testimony has 
been taken under the direction of court and matter is now 
awaiting decision, but the court has intimated to our 
counsel that in view of the fact that the government has 
taken over operation of rail lines that this matter should 
be brought to your attention before a decision is ren- 
dered. The former bondholders are now the real stock- 
holders of the railroad and reside beyond the jurisdiction 
of our court. To avoid the effect of our mandatory in- 
junction the bondholders are carrying through a pretend- 
ed foreclosure sale of all the railroad's property, and are 
advertising the sale for February 4th. The government 
is interested in the movement of considerable material 
along the line of this road for ship building purposes. 
We desire to inquire if you will direct the operation of 
this line by the Seaboard Railway, its preferred connec- 
tion at Ocala, Florida, or give us authority to state to 
the circuit judge that you prefer that he render his decis- 
ion as to the appointment of a receiver for the operation. 
A considerable number of people who have settled in good 
faith along the line of this road are left without means 
of transportation. It is the evident intention of the own- 
ers of this property to dismantle it if they can, and sell 
the rail, which is worth today about twice its normal 
price, and in fact would bring more than the entire pro- 
perty is worth. We will appreciate your early reply. 

t "R. HUDSON BURR,

Under date of January 9th, Mr. McAdoo replied as fol- 
lows: 

"Hon. R. Hudson Burr, Chairman, 
Florida Railroad Commission, 
Tallahassee, Florida. • 
Answer to your telegram re the Ocblawaha Valley Rail- 
way Co., extending from Silver Springs to Palatka, has 
been delayed because of the mass of matter which came 
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in faster than we could meet it. In the absence of more 
definite knowledge than that contained in your letter, I 
prefer that the circuit judge take such action as in his 
judgment is necessary, and which will result in the con- 
tinued operation of the road. When sufficient facts are 
presented I will be glad to take such further action as 
may be necessary.

On January 11th, Mr. Dozier A. Devane, counsel for 
the Commissioners, appeared before Judge Bullock in 
Ocala to argue the appointment of a receiver to operate 
the road, at which time the foregoing telegram from the 
director general was brought to the attention of the court. 
The greatest obstacle against the appointment of a re- 
ceiver to operate this property was the lack of funds, 
which necessitated the finding of a man who would be 
willing to attempt operation without funds and without 
anything on which they could be secured. This difficulty 
was happily overcome by the voluntary offer of Mr. H. S. 
Cummings made to the Commissioners, to undertake the 
operation of the property as receiver. Mr. Cummings 
stated that if appointed receiver he would finance his own 
certificates, and if they could not be paid from the pro- 
ceeds of operation he would stand the loss. 

On this presentation Mr. Cummings was appointed re- 
ceiver, with power to operate the road for not less than 
one year, conditioned upon the filing of proper bond. 

Mr. Cummings began the operation of this road on 
January 26th, 1918, and under his management as re- 
ceiver it is now discharging all the functions of a com- 
mon carrier. 

FREIGHT RULE 15— SWITCHING CHARGES ON 
F. E. C. RAILWAY. 

Contrary to the practice of other railroads in the State, 
the Florida East Coast Railway makes a switching charge

of $2.00 on carload shipments on which it receives a line 
haul. This is in violation of the Commissioners' Freight 
Rule 15. The Commissioners brought suit in the State 
Supreme Court to enforce said rule on State shipments, 
but that court decided against the Commissioners in this 
case. They then brought a case before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in an attempt to require the F. 
E. C. Railway to eliminate this switching charge on inter- 
state shipments. In January, 1917, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission decided this case in favor of the Rail- 
way Company. The Commissioners petitioned the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission for a re-hearing, which was 
denied. 

The status of this switching matter remained in the 
above condition until the assembling of the Legislature 
of 1917, when, at the instigation of the Commissioners, 
Chapter 7320 was passed, reading as follows: 

"That no charge whatever shall be made by a railroad 
having the Jine haul for placing for loading, an empty 
car at any warehouse or other point on its line or any 
side track or spur eounected therewith for switching the 
loaded car to or from the same either for delivery or for 
trans [Ktrtation for intrastate shipment; it being the pur- 
pose of this Act to require one placement of a car for 
loading or unloading upon a side track and its removal in 
the opposite direction without any charge in addition to 
the charge for transportation or line haul," 

Shortly after this law was passed, the Florida East 
Coast Railway filed a bill for injunction to restrain the 
Commissioners from enforcing it. The matter was arguea* 
before Judge Love of the Second District, and is now be- 
fore him for a decision. 

GOVERNMENT OPERATION OF RAILROADS. 

Shortly after the declaration of war against Germany 
by the Federal Government, it became apparent that con- 
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gestion in the transportation of the country was becom- 
ing acute, and that immediate action was necessary. 
There were divergent views as to what should be done. 
The President was confronted on the one hand by the 
plea of the carriers and representatives of certain inter- 
ests that the anti-pooling laws should be rescinded, that 
the carriers should be allowed to increase rates in order 
to provide for intensive operation, and to issue bonds for 
the further financing of the properties. On the other 
hand, it was argued that the proper remedy was govern- 
ment operation and control during the period of the war. 
The Commissioners were among those who thought the 
last alternative the proper one, and acting upon this con- 
viction, under date of December 7th, wired the President 
as follows: 

"Florida Railroad Commissioners tirge government op- 
eration of railroads for period of the war." 

Acting under power conferred by Congress, President 
Wilson on Friday, December 28, 1917, placed the rail- 
roads of the country under government control, and ap- 
pointed as Director General of Railroads Hon, W. G. 
McAdoo. This action was taken as a war measure and 
to relieve the congested condition of the country's traffic. 

In his proclamation taking over the railroads, Presi- 
dent Wilson said in effect that government operation did 
not mean that the activities of State Railroad Commis- 
sions within the borders of the various states would be 
interfered with, except in special cases as occasion might 
arise, and then only upon specific order from the Director 
General. Up to the date on which this is being written, 
(Feb. 19, 1918), the Director General has issued seven 
specific orders. Orders 1 and 2 were of general applica- 
tion. Orders 3 to 7 were as follows : 

No. 3. Dealing with increased demurrage charges. 

No. 4. Dealing with the Classification of Railroads. 

No. 5. Creating a Railroad Wage Commission, and 
naming the members thereof. 
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No. 6. Dealing with operating revenues, and the issu- 
ance of passes. 

No. 7. Dealing further with Demurrage charges. 

In only one of these orders, viz: No. G, is it specified 
in the order that its provisions are applicable to all car- 
riers under Federal control, whether interstate or intra- 
state. 

The taking over of the railroads by the government 
has, contrary to general impression, increased, rather 
than decreased, the activities of the Florida Railroad 
Commission. This is due, in the first place, to the unus- 
ual amount of congestion that has occurred since the first 
of 1918. This congestion has undoubtedly been caused in 
a large measure by the unusual movement of traffic due to 
preparations for carrying on the war. In the minds of 
some, however, part of this congestion has been caused 
by the failure of the carriers when under private control 
to provide the equipment and facilities to meet the emer- 
gency of a constantly increasing traffic, which it did not 
take the vision of a prophet to foresee was coming, 
whether this Nation entered the European war or not. 

In the second place, the work of the Commission has 
been increased because of the extraordinary delays that 
have occurred, not only to State traffic, but to interstate 
traffic as well, particularly perishable shipments out of 
Florida. 

It is the purpose of the Commissioners to heartily co- 
operate with the President and the Director General, and 
to do nothing which will hinder them in the prosecution 
of the war, the bringing of which to a successful conclus- 
ion is of vital importance to every man, woman and child 
in America. At the same time, it will also be the pur- 
pose of the Commissioners to see that no undue transpor- 
tation burden is placed upon the people of this State 
where it is within their power to prevent it. 
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CAB SHORTAGE. 

The so-called car shortage about which so much has 
been said and written, in our opinion, was not so much 
the lack of ears to start with, as the inefficient handling 
of the available ears of carriers, that brought about a 
congestion in many terminals, which tied up cars under 
load to such an extent that a car shortage was created. 
Two years or more ago carriers were giving cars to cer- 
tain concerns for shipment to ports for export to foreign 
countries, when there were insufficient ships for the trans- 
portation of same, resulting in cars having to remain 
under load, and this policy continued until congestion 
resulted. In consequence, the country generally suffered 
through the inability of carriers to furnish cars for other 
transportation purposes. This condition grew worse 
about the time this country declared war upon Germany, 

If the carriers in the very beginning had sought the 
approval of the Interstate Commerce Commission for au- 
thority to decline to furnish cars for loading export ship- 
ments until vessels were ready for cargo, our transpor- 
tation troubles of today would have been very much less 
aggravating. In our opinion, this has had more to do 
with demoralization of our transportation system than 
all other causes put together. 

It has been the custom of railroad men in the past to 
charge shippers and receivers with delay to equipment 
through failure to load and unload promptly. Shortly 
after the governmen t took over the operation of railroads, 
these railroad men prevailed upon the Director General to 
put into effect materially increased demurrage charges 
to be assessed against shippers. From a study of the sit- 
uation in this territory, we are forced to the conclusion 
that the delay to equipment by shippers is very slight 
compared to that which is given equipment by the car- 
riers themselves through improper operation. There are 
instances on record in this office where cars have been de- 
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layed in the Jacksonville yards for as much as forty-five 
days awaiting placement for unloading, or being pulled 
from loading point for transportation after being loaded. 
Such delays not only accentuate the so-called Bhortage 
and congestion, but lay heavy penalty upon the owners 
of goods so delayed, in some instances resulting in deter- 
ioration and loss, and while the carrier comes back on 
the shipper for his delay in the shape of demurrage, the 
shipper has to stand operating conditions of this kind 
and pocket the loss without these demurrage charges 
being made reciprocal for delays occasioned by carriers, 
which in simple justice should apply. 

In consequence of these conditions, it was necessary 
to place embargoes in certain territories, as a result of 
which Florida's perishable products have suffered se- 
verely. 

APPLICATION OF SOUTHERN EXPRESS COMPANY 
TO ADVANCE INTERSTATE RATES. 

Under date of November 10, 1917, the Southern Ex- 
press Company filed an application before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to be allowed to increase the rates 
on all classes of matter carried by express in interstate 
commerce 10%. 

A copy of this petition was sent to the Florida Rail- 
road Commission under date of November 21, 1917. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission set the matter down for 
hearing at Washington, D. C, on December 7, 1917. This 
allowed very little time in which to take any action, but 
this Commission immediately dispatched its statistician 
to the general offices of the Southern Express Company 
at Chattanooga, Tenn., to secure figures with which to 
combat the application of the Express Company for this 
blanket increase of 10%. 

When the hearing was called in Washington on Decem- 
ber 7th, the Florida Railroad Commission was represent- 
ed by its counsel, Hon. D. C. McMulIen, who filed the 
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protest of this Commission against the proposed increase 
in rates, using in his cross examination of Express Corn- 
pan y witnesses the figures secured by our statistician in 
Chattanooga. 

Up to the time of going to press with this report, the 
Interstate Commerce Commission had not made any de- 
cision in the matter. The petition referred to was also 
made on behalf of the Adams, American and Wells-Fargo 
Express companies, but as the Southern Express Com- 
pany is the only one of the number serving this territory 
our efforts were directed against that company. 

We do not believe this blanket increase should be al- 
lowed, and we have, within the limited time at our dis- 
posal, done everything possible to place all of the avail- 
able information at our command before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

LIVE STOCK: DELAY IN TRANSIT AND PLACING. 

Beginning in December and continuing until the period 
for which this report closes, a large number of complaints 
have reached the Commissioners with reference to delays 
in transportation and delivery of live stock at Jackson- 
ville. 

The Commissioners made a special trip to Jacksonville 
and held a conference with representatives of the rail- 
road companies and representatives of the stock yards at 
Jacksonville and from time to time have had to handle 
the matter both by telegraph and by letter. 

The conditions are not yet wbat they should be, but 
have been vastly improved. These conditions have been 
caused: First, on account of the extraordinary traffic to 
be handled and shortage and bad order of motive power; 
Second, delays have been numerous in the yards at Jack- 
sonville, due to the congested condition of the yards; 
shortage, and in some instances, poor condition of motive 
power. 
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While, as stated, these conditions have greatly im- 
proved, and we believe will continue to improve, it will 
probably be several months before satisfactory service is 
restored. 

STATION FACILITIES. 

War conditions have made it very difficult for railroad 
companies to secure lumber and other necessary building 
materials used in the construction of station buildings, 
government orders, of course, taking precedence over com- 
mercial requirements. Construction of cantonments, ship 
building and other branches of government work has ab- 
sorbed a large number of men employed in construction, 
and the railroad companies state that they are confronted 
with a very serious problem in securing labor for building 
purposes. 

The Commissioners fully recognize these conditions, 
and are in accord with the idea that unnecessary expen- 
ditures upon railroad properties should not be made un- 
der existing circumstances, but consider that railroad 
property and equipment should be properly maintained, 
and that necessary facilities for the accommodation and 
handling of business should, whenever possible, be pro- 
vided where an actual need for them exists. The Com; 
missioners take the position that in view of the present 
unprecedented situation that the public should be willing 
to make the best of the existing facilities where it is 
possible to do so and 'in a number of special cases have 
denied petitions for new station buildings where it was 
found on investigation that the old stations were suffi- 
cient to take care of present needs. 

HEARINGS AND INVESTIGATIONS. 

In addition to the hearings, investigations and confer- 
ences at Tallahassee, the Commissioners have held meet- 
ings and made investigations at the following places: 
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Palm Beach, Fla.: Informal hearing with Mr, J. 
P. Beckwith, vice-president Florida East Coast Railway 
Co., in the matter of station and agency service at Palm 
Beach. Also discussed the matter of better depot facili- 
ties at Wabasso and Hopkins. 

Jackson ville, Fla. : Hearing and investigation at the 
Board of Trade rooms, regarding the handling and move- 
ment of cars under load and empty by the various rail- 
roads doing business in Jacksonville, with a view of as- 
certaining the cause of delay to cars, and to help in the 
more prompt movement, thus assisting in the present car 
shortage. 

Gainesville, Fla.: Application of the Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad Company to be permitted to discontinue 
certain trains. 

Madison, Fla. : Hearing on the reduction of train ser- 
vice by the Georgia & Florida Railway. 

Gainesville, Fla.: Hearing in the matter of change 
and discontinuance of trains by the Seaboard Air Line 
Railway on the Jacksonville- Waldo, Cedar Key-Waldo, Ar- 
cher-Inverness and Sarasota-Venice schedules. 

Jennings, Fla.: Investigation of G. S. & F. station 
facilities, with representatives of the railroad company 
and interested citizens. 

Lakeland, Fla. : Hearing on the application of the 
Peninsular Telephone Company to change its rates in the 
city of Lakeland. 

Oca la, Fla. : Hearing in the matter of the application 
of the Ocklawaha Valley Railroad Company to discon- 
tinue operations. 
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West Palm Beach, Fla. : Hearing with reference to 
the application of the -West Palm Beach Telephone Com- 
pany for authority to increase rates. 

Jacksonville, Fla. : Informal meeting with repre- 
sentatives of the railroad companies entering Jackson- 
ville and various handlers of live stock at that point for 
the purpose of investigating the cause for delay in switch- 
ing and delivering car loads of live stock for unloading. 

STATION FACILITIES. 

DISPOSED OF BY F0BMAL 0BDEBS. 

Giffoed : Change Location F. E. C. Station: 

Citizens of Gifford petitioned the Commissioners to 
order removal of depot from the south end to the north 
end of siding, a distance of one-half mile, stating that the 
new location would be more centrally located for the ma- 
jority of shippers and that the old location was situated 
in an undesirable part of the town. The railroad com- 
pany was agreeable to this proposition and offered to re- 
convey property deeded them for the old station site, but 
parties who had given these deeds refused to accept a 
reconveyance of the land. Considering that the best in- 
terest of all concerned would be served by the removal of 
the station, Order No, 562 was issued, directing the rail- 
road company to relocate their station at this place. 

Palm Beach : Station Facilities: 

On complaint of citizens of Palm Beach that existing 
facilities at that point were inadequate, a formal hearing 
was held there on April 5, 1917. After a full investiga- 
tion it was found unnecessary at the time to construct 
a new depot, but certain improvements to the roadway 
and approaches should be built, and accordingly the Flor- 
ida EaBt Coast Railroad Company was ordered to make 
the needed improvements. 

3— R, R, 
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Callahan : Petition for Union Station : 

On investigation no necessity for joint facilities at 
Callahan were found to exist. However, it developed that 
toilet facilities in the Seaboard Air Line depot should be 
installed. In accordance with the directions of the Com- 
missioners a "Sanisep Closet" was built. 

Ocala : Union Station A. C. L, and S, A, L.: 

Order No. 470 required the construction of a union pas- 
senger depot at Ocala, to be completed by May 1, 1917. 
However, on petition of the Seaboard Air Line and At- 
lantic Coast Line, setting forth the fact that it was nec- 
essary to acquire title to a large amount of valuable prop- 
erty, which would require some time, due to complica- 
tions in title, and at the request of the city council of 
Ocala, the time for completion of the work was extended 
until September 1, 1917. Again, on August 31st, the 
Commissioners were petitioned to grant additional time, 
and November 1st was set as the date on which the facil- 
ities should be put into operation, and with a few minor 
exceptions the depot was put into service on this date. 

Milton : Improvement to Station Facilities: 

Under Order No. 543, dated January 24, 1917, the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company was required 
to make certain alterations and improvements to its sta- 
tion facilities at Milton. Owing to the difficulty of secur- 
ing some of the necessary structural material, the rail- 
road company requested that the time specified for the 
completion of these betterments be extended from March 
20, 1917, to May 20, 1917. This application was consid- 
ered reasonable, and was granted, and the improvements 
have now been completed, which afford satisfactory facil- 
ities for handling the freight and passenger business at 
that place. 
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MATTERS OP INFORMAL HANDLING. 

A majority of the complaints filed with the Commis- 
sioners are disposed of without the necessity for formal 
action. These complaints cover a large variety of griev- 
ances against railroads and other utilities under the jur- 
isdiction of this Commission, and we are enabled to ren- 
der the public a valuable service in disposing of these com- 
plaints by informal correspondence and conferences, in 
this way obviating delays which would be incident to a 
formal hearing. There is no red tape about getting a 
complaint before the Commissioners. It is only necessary 
to state the cause of complaint in an ordinary business 
letter. In some instances a full statement of factB is not 
given, and delay is occasioned in getting the required in- 
formation, such as the name of the company against whom 
a complaint is made. 

The Commissioners send out between six and seven 
thousand letters per year in the handling of complaints 
and giving information as to rates, statistics and other 
matters coming under their jurisdiction, but do not rely 
upon complaints entirely, however, as they take the initia- 
tive when any matter comes under their observation that 
needs correction. 

It would obviously be impossible to give in this report 
each case which is disposed of informally and only typi- 
cal examples of this method of handling complaints are 
given below. 

STATION FACILITIES. 

Verdie: Petition of citizens of Verdie for a building 
for the protection of freight was referred to the proper 
division superintendent of the Seaboard Air Line with 
the request that an investigation be made, and it was 
found that the facilities requested were essential to take 
care of freight received and forwarded at this station. 
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Eecommendations were submitted to the management of 
the Seaboard Air Line, and the necessary authority issued 
for the erection of a covered platform at Verdie, 

Manning : Application of GcEthe Lumber Company for 
a depot or shed. Complainant stated that there was no 
building at this place for the protection of freight, which 
had to be unloaded in all kinds of weather and that the 
lumber traffic alone amounted to from 60 to 80 cars per 
month. The Commissioners held that the complainant 
was entitled to protection of freight from- the elements, 
and after investigation the Atlantic Coast Line construct- 
ed a covered platform at this place. 

Idle wild : Petition for Station Building: Petition re- 
lated that no building for the protection of freight existed 
at Idlewild and that the interest of a majority of the cit- 
izens living adjacent to Clark and Idlewild would be 
served by placing the station half way between the two 
points, the petition being signed by all except two per- 
sons in the community. Prom evidence submitted it was 
found that a consolidation of the two stations woulji give 
patrons of both places better service and the Commission- 
ers therefore approved the plan of erecting a platform at 
a point equi-distant between Idlewild and Clark. 

Jennings: Petition for Brick Depot: Citizens of Jen- 
nings, through a local organization, submitted a petition 
to require the Georgia Southern & Florida Railway Com- 
pany to bnild a brick depot to replace the present wooden 
structure at this place. The Commissioners visited Jen- 
nings for the purpose of making an investigation of con- 
ditions and confer with those interested. The Commis- 
sioners found that they would not be justified or upheld 
in requiring a building of the type desired to be erected, 
the railroad company agreeing to make certain necessary 
repairs to the old structure, and the petitioners tempor- 
arily assented to this arrangement. 

Wabasso : Petition for Enlarged Depot Facilities: Pe- 
titioners alleged that the freight depot was not of suffl- 
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cient size to take care of the freight handled at this 
point ; that Wabasso was a rapidly growing farming com- 
munity, and that unless relief was afforded, freight con- 
gestion would continue to increase. It was also stated 
that the loading platform was too high for handling 
freight from drays and trucks. 

On investigation at Wabasso it was found that the 
warehouse and platform should he doubled in size, two 
waiting rooms provided and the driveway along the side 
of the depot raised so as to facilitate loading and unload- 
ing from trucks and wagons. 

At a subsequent hearing in Palm Beach, which was 
attended by officials of the Florida East Coast Railway 
and interested citizens of Wabassp, the railroad company 
agreed to build the required facilities. Plans were sub- 
mitted for moving the old station south of its location, 
to be used as a freight and baggage room and the con- 
struction of a building forty feet in length north of this 
freight and baggage room, consisting of a white waiting 
room, colored waiting room, each 16x16 feet and an office 
8x16 feet. The plans also provided for a rock driveway 
20 feet wide on the east side of the building, with a 
space 30 feet wide at the south end, to permit the turn- 
ing of teams, and other driveway improvements. 

These plans were approved with the understanding that 
work would be finished by October 1st. Construction was 
completed and the facilities are now in use. 

Hopkins: Station Facilities: 

At a hearing held at Palm Beach on April 5, 1917, the 
Florida East Coast Railway Company agreed to build a 
standard combination freight and passenger depot at 
Hopkins, to be located on the east side of the main line 
between the track and county road, it being stated that 
there was not sufficient clearance on the west side be- 
tween the main line and siding. The president of the 
Union Cypress Company, among others interested, was 
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notified that this hearing would be held, bnt failed to ap- 
pear. At a later date he entered vigorous protest against 
locating the station to the east of the main line, stating 
that it would impede transferring freight between the 
F. E. C. and Union Cypress Railroad, (a private log 
road.) The Commissioners took the position that the 
Florida East Coast, a recognized common carrier, subject 
to the rules of the Commission, was building these facili- 
ties for their use and therefore was entitled to determine 
their location, provided such location was convenient and 
accessible to its patrons. 

At a later date, the Union Cypress Company and the 
Florida East Coast Railway effected an agreement 
whereby the facilities could be constructed on the west 
side of the main line hy making certain changes, the lat- 
ter company requesting permission to relocate the sta- 
tion. As this location was equally convenient to the pub 
lie as the former one, the request waB approved. 

FACILITIES : SIDINGS AND INTERCHANGE 
TRACKS. 

The Railroad Commissioners are empowered by law to 
require railroads to make connections with private side 
tracks along their respective lines upon reasonable terms 
and conditions, but cannot legally compel a railroad com- 
pany to build at their own expense a private siding, the 
law contemplating that a party desiring a private side 
track would build their own spur up to the property of a 
carrier, when after a hearing, the Commissioners could 
order connections on reasonable terms. 

However, in some instances, through the representa- 
tions of the Commissioners, acting in a mediatorial ca- 
pacity, it has been possible to bring about a better under- 
standing between the complainants and carriers and set- 
tle controversies relating to this class of facilities in a 
manner satisfactory to both. 
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Side Track fob City of Quincy on S. A. h, By. 

As a result of the coal shortage the city of Quincy en- 
tered into a contract for the wood on about ten thousand 
acres of land near Midway for the purpose of supplying 
the municipal electric light plant and water works with 
fuel. The need for fuel to operate these city plants was 
imminent, and after endeavoring for practically three 
months to get the Seaboard Air Line to construct a sid- 
ing for loading fuel wood the Board of Public Works 
appealed to the Commissioners for assistance, terms of 
the wood contract requiring early action. 

The law gives no direct authority to enforce the con- 
struction of a private spur track, but in order to be of 
service as far as possible representations were made to 
the officials of the Seaboard Air Line to the effect that in 
view of efforts to conserve coal, which railroad represen- 
tatives had frequently urged as a reason for the neces- 
sity for reduced operation, and as this track was to be 
constructed for a municipality, rather than for an indi- 
vidual, it was the opinion of the Commissioners that this 
siding should be built. 

The Seaboard engineers took the position that the pro- 
posed location was not safe on account of the heavy grade, 
and in order to determine this point, Mr. F. P. Damon, 
inspecting engineer, was sent to examine the proposed 
site and reported that in his opinion a spur could be 
constructed with safety. 

It was then suggested that differences in opinion as to 
the feasibility of constructing a switch at the desired 
location should be determined by a third engineer, and 
Capt. J. W. Bushnell was selected to do this work. He re- 
ported that while the locality was by no means desirable 
for locating a switch, being on a one per cent, grade and 
short tangent, it was his opinion that a switch could be 
maintained with perfect safety, by the use of anti -creep- 
ing devices, either blocks or some patented appliance, 
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and that if the track was maintained properly there was 
no reason why there should he any extra hazard in main- 
taining the spur at that point. 

The railroad company, al though still contending that 
the proposition was impracticable, finally agreed to put 
in the facilities, and after some delay a Wharton switch, 
which obviated the necessity of cutting the main line, 
was secured and installed and the facilities are now in 
use, although some considerable difficulty is being en- 
countered in getting cars to transport fuel to the city 
plant. 

Side Track : 143 M. P. River Junction Branch : S. A. L. 

Mr. J. L. Briley stated that he had erected a saw mill 
at the location indicated above and had requested the 
Seaboard Air Line Bailway to put in a side track to ac- 
commodate six cars, and that on assurance of the railroad 
company that the track would be installed, he had com- 
pleted his mill and commenced sawing lumber. It was 
alleged that this track had not been built in accordance 
with assurances and the Commissioners were appealed to 
for assistance in adjusting differences. 

The facts in the case were placed before the proper 
officers of the Seaboard Air Line with the result that con- 
struction was finally authorized and the track completed. 

Spur Track Near Fort White on A. C. L. 

Mr. J. L. Niblack stated that he had applied to the 
Atlantic Coast Line for a side track near Fort White, to 
be used in loading cord wood, offering to furnish ties and 
labor, and as his application had been held up, he re- 
quested the Commissioners to assist him in getting the 
track put in. This request was referred to the general 
superintendent of the Second Division, A. C. L., who 
was asked to make an investigation. This investigation 
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revealed that construction would cost $761, Mr. Niblaek's 
share being $220, and the railroad's proportion amount- 
ing to $532. Figuring the quantity of wood to be cut, 
2700 cords, as 270 cars of 10 cords each, at the rate of 
50c per cord freight to High Springs, the unloading point, 
the gross revenue yield would be $1350. The expenditure 
of one-third of the gross revenue preparatory to securing 
the assured traffic on this siding was not considered suf- 
ficient to justify this spur, especially in view of the high 
cost and difficulty of obtaining track equipment. 

Siding Near Madison on S. A. L. 

On assurances that a switch would be put in for their 
saw mill, Messrs. Ansley and Turner, saw mill men, stated 
that they had accepted government orders for lumber to 
be shipped by December 5th. Grading was done and ties 
placed, when the railroad company advised this firm that 
it would be impossible for them to put in the track at 
that time. 

On November 8th, a letter was received from Messrs. 
Ansley & Turner requesting ns to assist them in having 
the work completed. The Seaboard Air Line was request- 
ed by wire to rush this track to completion. In reply to 
this telegram it was stated that as soon as the applicants 
made a deposit to cover proportion of costs and executed 
the usual side track agreement the Seaboard would pro- 
ceed with construction. The saw mill men then stated 
that no demands had been made on them and that they 
had been always ready to comply with the conditions of 
the railroad company. Through the intercession of the 
Commissioners misunderstandings were cleared up, and 
on November 24th the siding was ready for operation. 

Extension of Siding at Jacobs on A. & St. A. B. Ry. 

Shippers at Jacobs, Fla., complained that the siding at 
that point was insufficient to take care of traffic, the track 
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which formerly provided accommodation for seven or 
eight cars having been shortened by the railroad com- 
pany so as to provide only sufficient space to load two 
cars at the same time. 

Differences in the statements of the railroad company 
and shippers as to the amount of business done at Jacobs 
made it necessary for the Commissioners to make an in- 
vestigation as to actual requirements. Their inspection 
was delayed from time to time on account of other im- 
portant business superceding, but on October 26th an in- 
formal conference was called at Jacobs, and at this meet- 
ing Mr. W. T. Griswold, superintendent, representing the 
Atlanta & St. Andrews Bay Railway, agreed to repair and 
extend this side track. 

INTERCHANGE TRACK. 

The Commissioners have authority under Chapter 2893, 
General Statutes, (as amended in 1913) to compel all 
rail roads and railroad companies crossing or meeting 
each other at any point, provided they be of the same 
gauge, to construct such switches, side tracks and con- 
nections as will enable them to transport cars to and 
from each other's lines. 

The Atlantic Coast Line, south from Haines City, and 
the Seaboard Air Line, west from Plant City, to its ter- 
minus east of Lake Wales, cross at that town. Car load 
shipments originating on this branch of the S. A. L., des- 
tined to points on the A. C. L. north and south of Lake 
Wales, had to be transported to Plant City to be turned 
over to the latter road. In a like manner, shipments orig- 
inating on the A. C. L. between Haines City and Sebring 
for points on the Plant City extension of the Seaboard, 
had to be hauled to Plant City for delivery to the latter 
line, imposing a higher freight rate and needless delays 
to the shipper and higher operating costs to the carriers. 
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Interested shippers requested the carriers to moke 
physical connection at Lake Wales, bnt after more than 
a year had elapsed without the track having been built, 
citizens of Lake Wales and vicinity petitioned the Com- 
missioners to compel the carriers to put in necessary fa- 
cilities. 

Communications were addressed to the superintendents 
of the respective lines requiring an immediate investiga- 
tion, and they advised the matter of constructing a con- 
necting track was under consideration. Nothing was 
done for some time, and the carriers were put on notice 
that unless connection was completed at an early date. an 
order would be issued requiring construction. However, 
this course was not necessary, as the interchange track 
was finished and put into operation as required. 

PHYSICAL CONNECTION : 

Astob ; A. C. L. & Clyde Line. 

The Florida statute provides for physical connection 
between rail and water lines for the interchange of 
freight between the two. The Clyde Steamship Line op- 
erates steamers on the St. Johns river from Jacksonville 
to Sanford. ' Astor, Fla., is reached by a branch line of 
the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company, whose ware- 
house and dock is directly on the river, and for many 
years physical connection was made between the river 
line and the rail line and freights were exchanged. This 
connection waB discontinued. Something over a year ago 
the Railroad Commissioners, after hearing with the At- 
lantic Coast Line and Clyde Steamship Line, ordered 
physical connection to be re-established between the two 
lines that freight might be interchanged. A number of 
points in this territory are served by the Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad, such as Leesburg, Tavares, Eustis, Uma- 
tilla and other places. Under the present method freight 
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out of Jacksonville, whether car load or less than car load, 
has to be handled all rail to these points, and any other 
immediate territory in that section, which of course en- 
tails the use of railroad equipment, as well as delay in 
delivery of freight ; whereas much of this freight can leave 
Jacksonville on the Clyde boats late in the evening and 
arrive at Astor early in the morning in time for transfer 
to the Atlantic Coast Line's branch road leading from As- 
tor to all the points named, and deliveries would thus be 
made in from eighteen to twenty-four hours. This con- 
nection would be especially desirable at the present time 
for the reason that to the extent that the water route 
would be used it would relieve the railroad company in 
the matter of car space, as well as conserve fuel in some 
degree in the operation of trains, and would expedite the 
movement of freight. 

The order of the Commissioners is being resisted in 
the Supreme Court, and as stated in counsel's report this 
case is now pending on a demurrer and motion to strike 
the defendant's return and motion for peremptory writ, 
oral argument being set for March 19th. 

AGENCIES. 

Lake Monroe. 

Application was made for an agency at Lake Monroe. 
The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company was request- 
ed to submit a statement of earnings at this station. The 
business being insufficient, and as a caretaker was em- 
ployed at this point to look after freight, application was 
not approved. 

Salebno. 

A petition, supported by statistics, was submitted to 
the Commissioners, requesting that the Florida East 
Coast Railway Company be required to establish better 
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station facilities and maintain an agent at Salerno, the 
petition stating that in consequence of the growth and 
progress of the town, the old hnilding was wholly inade- 
quate to take care of traffic and that if a new station 
was huilt at a point further south of the old location, it 
would better serve the interest of the general public. 

After an examination of evidence submitted the Florida 
East Coast Railroad Company was advised that it was 
the opinion of the Commissioners that there was a nec- 
essity for better facilities at Salerno and that they should 
be provided for. 

The railroad company took the position that while they 
were willing to construct facilities considered essential, 
that to do so at the present time would disrupt the bus- 
iness of the lessee of the site where a new station should 
be constructed. It was also stated that the government 
had prohibited mills from selling certain classes of lum- 
ber which was being reserved for government use, and 
that it was practically impossible to secure material and 
labor for construction work. Recognizing these condi- 
tions, the petitioners, through their representative, stated 
that they would be willing to temporarily concede the 
construction of a new building, provided that an agent 
be appointed. 

The Commissioners, therefore, advised the Florida East 
Coast Railroad Company that they would be willing to 
hold the matter of constructing a new building tempor- 
arily in abeyance, provided an agent was appointed with- 
out further delay. The railroad company contended that 
facilities at this point were not sufficient to enable an 
agent to handle the business, and that the building could 
not be converted to carry out provisions for usual station 
requirements. Petitioners advised that the old building 
was provided with the required facilities. The railroad 
company then stated that by making other provisions for 
handling the express business which was occupying a 
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portion of the station, it could be arranged to use the 
station. 

In the meantime a separate petition for a station and 
agent at Salerno was received, but as the arrangement 
outlined above had already been entered into, it was not 
deemed advisable to reopen the matter at the present 
time, and the question of building a new station at an- 
other location is held temporarily in abeyance. 

FLAG STATIONS. 

On petition of citiens of Auburndale to require Atlan- 
tic Coast Line trains Nos. 80 and 82 to stop on flag at 
that point, to afford better schedule accommodation be- 
tween Auburndale, Lakeland, Plant City and Tampa, the 
Commissioners directed that No. 82 make this stop, but 
as No. 80 is operated as a limited it was not deemed ad- 
visable to require a through passenger train to make addi- 
tional stops. 

Complaint being considered reasonable, the Georgia, 
Southern & Florida Railway was required to restore 
Keens as a flag station. 

Permission was granted the Seaboard Air Line to take 
out flag stops at Becker, Fla., on trains Nos. 3 and 4 for 
the relief of these heavy trains. 

Re-location of Georgia Southern & Florida station at 
Kingsgrove was approved, it being shown that new agri- 
cultural developments in that section made this change 
both convenient and desirable. 

Th6 Georgia Southern & Florida Railway was granted 
permission to change the location of its station at Hoyt 
on account of greater convenience and better facilities at 
the new location. 

The Atlantic Coast Line was authorized to move its 
station at Cynthia to a point three-quarters of a mile 
easterly, making this facility more convenient to a ma- 
jority of citizens in that vicinity. 
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Application of the Gulf, Florida & Alabama Railway 
to close its agency at Cantonment was approved on the 
ground that earnings were insufficient to maintain an 
agency at this place. 

SERVICE. 

Mr. B. W. Green, Clara, Fla., stated that he was en- 
countering great difficulty in getting teams over an At- 
lantic Coast Line crossing between Newberry and Perry, 
and that the local section foreman on this line failed to 
post a description of stock billed. Although these mat- 
ters do not come under the jurisdiction of the Commis- 
sioners the complaint was referred to the general super- 
intendent of the Atlantic Coast Line who advised that 
instructions had been given to keep this road crossing in 
good condition and properly post descriptions of live 
stock killed. 

The Commissioners cooperated with citizens of Mayo 
and the Live Oak, Perry & Gulf Railroad in securing 
motor car service on the Mayo-Mayo Junction branch. 

Information was filed against the Atlantic Coast Line 
with reference to blocking of the station building at Lake- 
land by freight trains, necessitating passengers walking 
a considerable distance over ground where rain pools had 
formed. On referring this complaint to the superintend- 
ent of the Coast Line, we were advised that instructions 
would be issued to prevent a recurrence of this com- 
plaint. 

Mr. George R. Smith, Frnitland Park, called attention 
to delays in shipments of frnit from that point to Tampa. 
After we had handled this matter with the Atlantic Coast 
Line, Mr. Smith advised that our efforts had brought 
about better service and no further complaints had been 
received from customers. 

United Produce Company, Jacksonville, telegraphed on 
December 19, 1917, that they were unable to get place- 



ment of car of oranges on dray track for unloading. This 
complaint was bandied by wire with the Atlantic CoaBt 
Line and the car was placed on the same day. 

Complaint was made that shippers at Telogia were com- 
pelled to use borrowed scales on account of the Apalachi- 
cola Northern failing to replace those destroyed by fire 
during the previous year. Superintendent of thiB road 
advised that the delay was occasioned by an adjustment 
of insurance, which had just been effected, and the depot 
would be reconstructed and scales put in promptly. 

Florida Hardware Company vs. Florida East Coast 
Railway Company: Objections to patrons on weekly or 
semi-monthly credit list being required to give surety 
bond, executed to cover such credits. The Commissioners 
advised that they could not require a carrier to extend 
credit to any patron and that if credit privileges were 
accepted it would appear that the conditions under which 
credit was extended would also have to be accepted and 
the Commissioners were without jurisdiction, provided all 
patrons were treated alike. 

Complaint was made against the Georgia, Florida & 
Alabama Railway for failure to keep open their white 
waiting room at Havana and provide lights outside the 
depot. On referring this complaint to the railroad com- 
pany we were advised the waiting room would be kept 
open in the future, and an arc light near the depot had 
been provided by city authorities which would furnish 
ample light. 

Complaint of Baum & Van Roy Crate Company, Crys- 
tal River, as to cars placed for their use containing 
trash and dirt, was placed before the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad for attention, and instructions were issued by 
them requiring all cars to be cleaned before being placed 
for loading. 

T. W. Bryan, Gainesville, Fla., requested an investi- 
gation as to insufficient accommodation for negroes in 
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coaches operated by the A. C. L. between Palatka and 
Roehelle. Suitable accommodations were provided after 
the matter had been handled with the railroad company. 

Albert J. Buekey & Company, Jacksonville, vs. Atlantic 
Coast Line: Failure to issue promptly notices of arrival 
of perishable freight. The Commissioners were advised 
that in future prompt notice of arrival of this class of 
freight would be furnished. 

On January 30th the Seaboard Air Line was notified to 
have the depot at Madison thoroughly cleaned and the 
building painted, which will be done as soon as painters 
can be sent to that point by the railroad company. 

Complaint was made of delay by Seaboard Air Line 
to shipment of merchandise from Jacksonville consigned 
to Mytlewood Lumber Compuay, Burns, Fla. Shipment 
was traced by wire and delivered promptly. 

Complaint as to locomotives owned by the Kelly -Clark 
Lumber Company operating on Pelham & Havana Bail- 
road at nights without headlights was referred to the gen- 
eral manager of the P. & H. for correction, who advised 
that the cause of this complaint would be removed. 

Seaboard Air Line west -bound passenger trains on a 
number of occasions stopped at Tallahassee so as to 
leave the exit of Pullman cars under the drip of the 
water tank. The attention of the division superintendent 
was directed to this objectionable practice and he at once 
issued instructions that trains should pull up clear of the 
tank. 

Seaboard Air Line was required to place in good condi- 
tion seats in coaches operated on the Orlando branch of 
this line. 

Georgia Southern & Florida Railway Company was 
directed to have its depot at Lake City thoroughly cleaned 
and placed in a sanitary and orderly condition. 

Citizens of Tavares petitioned the Commissioners to 
require the local agent of the Atlantic Coast Line to meet 
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train No. 22. The general superintendent was requested 
to see that this service was rendered and he advised in- 
structions had been issued for the agent to meet this 
train, 

Bartow Board of Trade called attention to the fact 
that the union depot at Bartow was not properly lighted 
and heated. Directions were issued to the superintend- 
ent of the Atlantic Coast Line, in charge of this joint 
facility, to correct the cause of this complaint and in- 
structions were given to furnish this station with light 
and heat. 

Mr. E. P. Graham, Inverness, Fla., advised that the 
Atlantic Coast Line had refused to place cars on a spur 
track for loading several cars of wood and ties for the 
reason that this track had been temporarily abandoned. 
The railroad company was directed to place cars for this 
shipment and notify the public that in future this track 
would not be used for loading purposes. 

Mr. G. J. Strozier, Winter Garden, Fla., telegraphed 
that the Atlantic Coast Line was demanding prepayment 
of freight on lettuce destined for northern points, which 
would work a great handicap on growers in that section 
aud have the effect of putting some of them practically 
out of business. 

Replying to a request for an explanation, the Atlantic 
Coast Line wired that the Pennsylvania Railroad was re- 
quiring prepayment on these shipments. The Director 
General of Railroads was then requested by telegram to 
have this demand rescinded, and in reply he stated the 
prepayment role was in effect because of the New York 
market being glutted with lettuce of poor quality, but 
this condition was not expected to continue for many days. 

On investigating the New York market it was found 
that best Florida lettnce was selling on February 30th 
at 13.00 to 13.50 per basket; fair quality at $1.50 to |2.00, 
with some poor stock not worth freight charges, it being 
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said that there is never a glut of good quality lettuce, 
and inferior Btock for which there was no demand caused 
a lose of transportation charges. Mr, Strozier stated 
lettuce of poor quality had not been shipped from his 
section and it was. unfair to penalize shippers of high 
quality vegetables because the market was overstocked 
with inferior goods. As these shipments were interstate 
and conditions resulting in an embargo were beyond 
their control, no further action could be taken by the 
Commissioners. 

Request from Mr. A .A. Adkins, of Eerdell, Fla., for 
information with reference to the so-called stanchion law 
of this State. It appears that Mr. Adkins shipped some 
lumber from Kerdell to Portsmouth, Va., making the 
usual claim for stanchions, which was declined. Mr. 
Adkins was advised that the stanchion law to which he 
referred was a State statute, and could not be applied 
on shipments moving in interstate commerce. 

Complaint of the E. Day Company, Oak Hill, Fla., al- 
leging delay to carload shipments of oranges and grape- 
fruit from West Shiloh, Fla., a flag station. Handled 
with Mr. Beckwith, of the F. E. C. By., who arranged to 
erect a billing box at West Shiloh; also to have shippers 
advise the superintendent at New Smyrna by telephone 
the number and initial of cars to be moved. Mr. Beck- 
with instructed superintendent at New Smyrna to have 
these cars picked up by passing trains, taking op the bill- 
ing from the billing box. This appears to have been a sat- 
isfactory adjustment of the complaint. 

Complaint of Franklin F. Davis, Jacksonville, that he 
had been unable to have a car placed at Vilas, Fla., a 
station on the Apalachicola Northern By., to be loaded 
with machinery for Jacksonville. Matter called to the 
attention of the superintendent of the A. N. B. B. on July 
26th, and the car was placed on July 29th. 

Apopka Board of Trade, Apopka, Fla. : Communication 
with reference to poor train service on the Orlando branch 
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branch of the S. A. L. Ey. Handled with Mr, W. L. 
Stanley, assistant to the president of the Seaboard Air 
Line, who advised that changes which had been -made 
would result in the betterment of the service. 

Complaint of Mr. L, E. Apgar, Kenwood, Fla., account 
of delay to shipments of flour and feed, Jacksonville to 
Interlachen. Handled with Superintendent Muchison, of 
the A. C. L., who advised that delay was caused by short- 
age of equipment. 

CLAIMS. 

The Commissioners have authority to enforce the col- 
lection of overcharge claims on shipments moving between 
points wholly within the State of Florida, that are not 
more than two years old, and under this authority the 
following claims were handled to a conclusion during the 
fiscal year ending February 28, 1918 : 

James Martin, overcharge on household goods from 
Jacksonville to Tallahassee, $15.44, Proper refund made. 

Wm, F, McMullen, overcharge on household goods from 
Largo to Gull Point, $2.94. Proper refund made. 

Georgia Florida Saw Mill Association, Jacksonville, 
Fla., overcharge on ten barrels of flour from Jacksonville 
to Irvine, Fla., $2.50. Proper refund made. 

Georgia Florida Saw Mill Association, Jacksonville, 
Fla., overcharge on birch hoops shipped from Jackson- 
ville to Irvine, Fla., $2.11. Proper refund secured. 

K. K. Houg, Trenton, Fla., overcharge on shipment of 
household goods And live stock from Carbur to Trenton, 
$9.00. Proper refund made. 

Rev. H. Dutill, Umatilla, Fla., overcharge on house- 
hold goods from Quincy to Umatilla, Fla., $18.77. Over- 
charge refunded. 

Ansley Lumber Company, Tampa, Fla., overcharge on 
lumber from Odessa to Fort Lauderdale, Fla., $13.60. 
Proper refund made. 
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Will R. Smith, Lake Worth, Fla., overcharge on spring 
mattresses, Jacksonville to Lake Worth, Fla., 80c. Over- 
charge refunded. 

J. M. Scherwin, San Antonio, Texas, overcharge in ex- 
cess baggage, Jacksonville to Pensacola, Fla,, 98c. Re- 
fund made. 

Blountstown Manufacturing Company, Blountstown, 
Fla., overcharge on lumber from Blonntstown to Daytona, 
Fla., $5.14. Proper refund made. 

J. L. Medlin, Jacksonville, Fla., overcharge on scratch 
feed from Gainesville to Jacksonville, $1.54. Proper re- 
fund made. 

J. E. Vann, Shady Grove, Fla., loss of two boxes oran- 
ges shipped from Homestead, Fla., $5.30. This was a 
shipment by express and was for loss. The Commission- 
ers have on authority in the collection of loss op damage 
claims, but undertook an investigation of this matter 
for the purpose of establishing delivery. This informal 
investigation resulted in the settlement of the claim. 

G. B. Haven & Son, Lee, Fla., overcharge on shingles 
from Weston, Fla., to Lee, Fla., $2.38. Proper refund 
secured. 

W, L. Warren, Wauchula, Fla., overcharge on oranges 
from Wauchula to Marianna, Fla., $41.00. Proper re- 
fund made. This was a shipment of 100 boxes of oranges 
delivered to the Atlantic Coast Line at Wauchula, with- 
out routing, destined to Marianna, Fla. Bule 6 of the 
General Bules provides that unrouted shipments must 
be rated via the available practical route over which the 
lowest charges for transportation apply. Such route in 
this case would have been, A. C. L. to Live Oak, S. A. L. 
to River Junction and L. & N. beyond. The A. C. L. 
handled the shipment via its interstate route through 
Georgia and delivered it to the L. & N. at River Junction, 
which route carried a higher rate than the route through 
Live Oak. The overcharge was collected on the basis of 
General Rule 6. 
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W. L. Warren, Wauchula, Fla., overcharge on oranges 
from Wauchula to Marian na, Fla., $7.92. Proper refund 
made. This was a similar claim to the one referred to 
above. 

Phelan & Phelan, Jacksonville, Fla., overcharge on ship- 
ment of naval stores from Lake Agnes to Jacksonville, 
$22.34. Proper refund made. 

Phelan & Phelan, Jacksonville, Fla., claims for over- 
charge against the T. & J. Railway. This item embraced 
numerous claims against the T. & J. Railway. They were 
referred to the Commissioners because of the inability of 
the claimants to secure any response to their letters or 
tracers addressed to the claim agent of the T. & J. Bail- 
way. Vigorous handling by the Commissioners resulted 
in the proper settlement of these claims. 

Ashland P. Beckett, Tarpon Springs, Fla., overcharge 
on flour from Kansas City to Tarpon Springs, $165.00. 
This was a claim for overcharge on an interstate ship- 
ment, over which the Commissioners have no jurisdiction. 
It was handled informally to adjust another feature, and 
the settlement of the overcharge resulted. 

W. L. Warren, Wauchula, Fla., overcharge on oranges 
from Wauchula to Altha, Fla., $9.72. Proper refund 
made. 

J. W, Gibson, Sneads, Fla., overcharge on naval stores 
from Sneads to Jacksonville, Fla., $47.94. Proper refund 
made. This overcharge was brought about by the fact 
that the L. & N. B. B. published through rates on naval 
stores from points on that line to Jacksonville that were 
higher than the River Junction combination. This mat- 
ter was called to the attention of the L. & N. officials and 
their tariff" was corrected with the River Junction com- 
bination as the maximum. 

C. M. Rogers, Daytona, Fla., overcharge on shipment of 
gas engine, by express, from Melbourne to Port Orange, 
Fla., $2.15. Proper adjustment made. 

Florida Lime Company, Ocala, Fla., overcharge on ship- 



ment of ground limestone from Zuber, Fla., to Lutz, Fla., 
|1.87. Proper refund made. 

F. G. Sampson, Boardman, Fla., overcharge on oranges 
from Micanopy to Boardman, Fla. Proper refund made. 

J. C. Chestnut, Laurel Hill, Fla,, overcharge on fruits 
and vegetables from Jacksonville, Fla. This item in- 
volves claims on various shipments, and haB been properly 
adjusted. 

Peninsular Fertilizer Company, Palatka, Fla., over- 
charge on acid phosphate from Inglis to Palatka, Fla., 
176.38. Paid September 1, 1917. 

Champion Bridge Company, Bartow, Fla., overcharge 
on shipment of bridge material from Bartow to Suda, Fla., 
¥40.96. Proper settlemenf made. 

A. I. Revell, Arran, Fla., overcharge on household goods 
from Medulla to Woodville, Fla., $9.22. Paid December 
18, 1917. 

Chas. S. Brown, St. Louis, Mo., claim for refund of 
two tickets purchased at St. Petersburg for passage from 
Ocala to Palatka, Fla., via the Hart Line of steamers. 
The tickets were not honored because of the discontinua- 
tion of service by the Hart Line on the Ocklawaha river. 
Handled with the Hart Line, and proper refund made 
on. November 30th. 

EXPRESS SERVICE. 

A petition of citizens of Espanola recited that the local 
express office had been closed, seriously inconveniencing 
shippers at that point. It was stated this office had been 
robbed and the company sought to recover losses from the 
agent, who denied responsibility and refused to make 
good the amount, and thereupon gervice was discontinued. 

As this action was taken without the consent of the 
Commissioners notice was issued to the Southern Express 
Company that unless the agency was reopened penalty 
proceedings would be instituted. In consequence, a new 
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agent was appointed and this office re-established. 

Crystal Fish & Oyster Co.,. Crystal Biver, Fla., request- 
ed that the Southern Express Company be required to 
accept fish shipments on Sunday. The complaint was 
placed before the express company with the result that 
this service was put into effect. 

Ellenton Board of Trade entered protest against the 
Southern Express Company refusing to accept perisha- 
bles on the north-bound train, stating this policy would 
impose large losses on shippers in the Ellenton section. 
We wired the express company to make an immediate in- 
vestigation and as a result a division agent was sent to 
Ellenton on the following day and reported that failure 
^to pick up perishables was due to a misunderstanding 
on the part of the conductor on that run. This misun- 
derstanding was cleared up and service restored. 

Alderman Brothers, Tarpon Springs, Fla., complaint 
with reference to service given to express shipments of 
fish from Tarpon Springs to Jacksonville. Handled with 
Southern Express Company who advised that the trouble 
was that shippers were forwarding their shipments on the 
wrong train to make the desired connection at Jackson- 
ville. Superintendent Wolfle advised that he would send 
a representative to Tarpon Springs to confer with ship- 
pers at that point relative to this complaint. No further 
complaint has been filed with the Commissioners with 
reference to this matter. 

Mr. G. F. Andrews, Lamont, Fla., delay and failure of 
express agent to furnish receipts for charges paid on ex- 
press shipments. Handled with Superintendent Haile 
of the express company, who advised that agent at Aucilla 
had been instructed to furnish proper receipts in future. 

On investigating a complaint of the Gulf Fish & Oyster 
Company, Tarpon Springs, Fla., that express shipments 
were not handled on A. C. L. No. 38, it was found that 
on account of schedule of trains out of Jacksonville to 
western points these shipments made the same connec- 
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tion as those handled on No. 40, Complaint was tempor- 
arily withdrawn until better connections could be made 
at Jacksonville. 

B. A. Mai thy, Johnstown, Fla., vs. Southern Express 
Company. Tub of butter thrown from express car by 
messeuger and rendered unfit for use. This complaint 
was referred to the express company and satisfactorily 
adjusted. 

PULLMAN CAB SERVICE. 

Complaint was made of inattention and insolence on 
part of a porter serving the regular eastbound car out of 
Tallahassee, and refusal to furnish a seat. 

The Pullman Company was directed to see that better 
service was rendered and to comply with the arrangement 
made to sell seats from Tallahassee eastbound on this 
car, provided there was sufficient unsold space. 

Passengers on the early morning sleeper out of Talla- 
hassee complained of being annoyed by mosquitoes. On 
placing this complaint before the Pullman Company, we 
were advised that steps would be taken to overcome this 
annoyance. 
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Companies, other than as to rates, not compiled. 

Majority of complaints as to railroad facilities were on 
account of car shortage. 
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TELEPHONE DEPARTMENT 

The following pertains to Telephone matters for the year 
ending February 28, 1918 : 

TESTS AND INSPECTIONS. 

The telephone service was tested and the telephone 
plants inspected at a number of points during the year. 

These tests and inspections show that the length of 
time it took the operators to answer on calls and recalls, 
measured by a stop watch, was on the average as good as 
could be expected under the existing conditions. In some 
cases it was necessary to require the telephone company 
to change the conditions so that the tails and recalls 
might be answered more quickly and in these cases the 
requests of the Commissioners were complied with by the 
companies and greatly improved service resulted there- 
from. 

The reports on inspections of plants show statistical 
data as to the amount, age, make and condition of the 
various elements that go to make up the plant devoted 
to public use on the different exchanges. From these re- 
ports and other statistical data collected by this depart- 
ment we find that the large majority of telephone com- 
panies in this State are rapidly realizing the great im- 
portance of permanency in repairs, maintenance and con- 
struction of their plants so that the requirements of the 
Commissioners as to service and condition of plants may 
be the easier complied with. In connection with this idea 
a number of companies have rebuilt their plants in part 
or in whole in accord with modern and improved methods 
of construction. This has had the effect of improving the 
service rendered the subscribers and public in each such

ease and has also had the effect of making that improved 
service permanent and easy to maintain. 

APPLICATIONS FOR CHANGES IN KATES. 

Applications were made by the following telephone 
companies for permission to change their exchange rates 
in the following cities:

In handling the above applications the Commissioners 
advised the telephone companies that it would be neces- 
sary for a statement to be furnished covering certain in- 
formation in line with that required in our Twentieth 
Annual Bejwrt, pages 70, 71 and 72, before an investiga- 
tion could be started by us. 

In accord with the above, the Cocoanut Grove Public 
Utilities Company and the Southern Bell Telephone & 
Telegraph Company have furnished us with information 
as the basis of their application, and these matters have 
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been set down for hearing during March of this year, 
pending which investigation is being made of the infor- 
mation furnished. 

The application of the Southern Bell Telephone & Tel- 
egraph Company for changes in rates at its Gainesville, 
Fla., exchange was investigated and heard at Gainesville 
on September 18, 1917. The order of the Commissioners 
as the result of such investigation and hearing in this 
matter will be found elsewhere in this report. 

The applications of the Lake County Telephone Com- 
pany for changes in rates in Eustis, Groveland, Mt. Dora 
and Tavares, Fla., recorded in our last annual report, are 
now before the Commissioners with the information re- 
quested of the company last year. These caseB are being 
investigated and will be set down for hearing within a 
very short time. File T-181. 

The Peninsular Telephone Company's application for 
change in rates in its Lakeland, Fla., exchange, recorded 
in our last annual report, was again brought before the 
Commissioners during this year with the information re- 
quested of the company. This information was carefully 
checked and the matter heard at Lakeland on November 
6, 1917. The Commissioner's order and, findings in this 
case will be fonnd elsewhere in this report. File T-191. 

A most thorough inventory and appraisal of plant and 
investigation of books of the West Palm Beach Telephone 
Company was made in connection with its application to 
change the exchange rates in West Palm Beach and Palm 
Beaih, Fla, recorded in our last annual report. This mat- 
ter was then heard at West Palm Beach on November 
22, 1917, and our order and findings in this ease will be 
found elsewhere in this report. File T-168. 

Except as noted above, all other applications from tele- 
phone companies for changes in rates are held by the 
Commissioners pending further information from the tel- 
ephone companies. 
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MISCELLANEOUS EXCHANGE BATE MATTERS. 

The following are some of the exchange rate matters 
handled informally during the year : 

The Miami Telephone Company requested approval of 
certain rural rates to Buena Vista, Fla- This matter was 
investigated and the exchange area of Miami was extend- 
ed to comprise the city area of Miami within which ex- 
change service is furnished at uniform rates with no extra 
mileage charge. The telephone company applied for extra 
mileage charge of |6.00 per quarter mile or fraction be- 
yond the old exchange area limits. The Commissioners 
determined that the extra mileage charge should be $5.00 
per quarter mile or fraction measured from the new ex- 
change aTea limits. Pile T-206. 

Upon request from the Southern Bell Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, the Commissioners allowed a reduc- 
tion of the exchange residence duplex flat rate in Fernan- 
dina, Fla., from |2.00 per month to f 1.50 per month. File 
T-216. 

The Miami Telephone Company sought a ruling from 
the Commissioners to the effect that the use made of a 
telephone should determine the rate to be paid. This re- 
quest was denied. File T-223. 

The Southern Bell Telephone & Telegraph Company 
asked permission to render service to the Bed Cross and 
other war activities at reduced rates. Such reductions 
are not allowed by the telephone law, therefore the re- 
quest was denied. File T-225. 

The Kissimmee Telephone Company at its Kissimmee 
exchange and the St. Cloud Telephone Company, at its 
St. Cloud exchange, were found to be rendering business 
and residence service to certain persons at a combined 
rate lower than the sum of the two separate rates. These 
combination rates were prohibited by the Commissioners, 
and the telephone companies discontinued this practice. 
File T-237. 
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The Madison Telephone Company applied for "joint 
user" rates which were fixed by the Commissioners. Pile 
T-241. 

The Miami Telephone Company applied to the Commis- 
sioners for apartment house rates within the city limits 
of Miami, After investigation reasonable rates were in- 
formally prescribed for this service in Miami. File T-242. 

Upon application of the Highland Telephone Company 
reasonable farm line switching charges were fixed for that 
company. Pile T-243. 

Upon application of the Brevard Connty Telephone 
Company the Commissioners informally fixed exchange 
rates for the Vero exchange of the company which was 
recently opened for business. File T-258. 

Realizing the necessity of a uniform method of filing 
exchange rates we have promulgated a form for exchange 
rate schedules and are gradually having all exchange 
rates filed in accordance therewith. By this method all 
rates will he provided for and filed and unless a rate is 
shown on the schedule on file it is not a legal rate. No 
rate schedule once filed can be changed or added to with- 
out filing an entirely new schedule. These new schedules 
are required filed in triplicate and signed by an officer of 
the company; one copy is then signed by us and returned 
to the company as authorization for the rates shown. This 
method has proven very satisfactory so far and we hope 
to have all rates filed in accordance therewith within the 
next few months. 

A thorough investigation was made of the extension 
and desk set rates charged by the Southern Bell Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Company with the result that reason- 
able rates were fixed for these services as follows : Exten- 
sion telephone on business or residence, ?1.00 per. month 
and desk equipment instead of wall equipment on original 
station or extension, 25c per month extra. The investi- 
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gation disclosed that the Southern Bell Telephone & Tel- 
egraph Company were making charges for these services 
which were considered by the Commissioners as discrim- 
inatory, and in view of that fact, we fixed the above rates 
as uniform rates to be charged by that company in all ex- 
changes operated by it within the State of Florida for 
the reason that the rates for these services should be based 
on the cost of rendering that service which does not vary 
between business and residence stations, between original 
and extension stations nor between one exchange and 
another exchange. The effect of the changes was to reduce 
the rate charged on nearly every extension station of that 
company in Florida while a slight increase would be had 
on such original stations as are equipped with desk sets. 
The net result of the combined change will be a reduction 
in the charges made to telephone subscribers in this State 
and uniformity of those charges. File T-264. 

Upon application of the Bonifay Telephone Company 
the Commissioners fixed farmer line switching rates to 
be charged by that company. File T-273. 

The following miscellaneous exchange rate matter was 
handled formally during the year. 

Upon application of the then owner of the Ponce de 
Leon Telephone Company the Commissioners investigated 
the practice of that company in giving free service to 
certain persons over its toll line between Ponce de Leon 
and Bonifay, Fla., who had some eight or ten years pre- 
viously contributed ten dollars each to the construction 
of this line. After further and full consideration of the 
matter the Commissioners decided, that the practice of 
giving service to these persons while charging other per- 
sons for the same service was in violation of the discrim- 
ination provision of the telephone law, and we issued an 
order requiring the dissolution of these agreements, which 
order will be found elsewhere in this report. File T-228. 
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MISCELLANEOUS TOLL RATE MATTERS. 

The following miscellaneous toll rate matters were 
handled informally during the year: 

Upon the request of the Southern Telephone & Con- 
struction Company, the rates charged between points on 
their Tallahassee-Carrabelle toll line were revised. File 
T-203. 

The West Palm Beach Telephone Company requested 
a revision of their toll tariff to cover a reduction of the 
toll rate between West Palm Beach and Lake Worth from 
15c to 10c. The request was granted. File T-205. 

Upon the establishment of the Crestview exchange of 
the Murtice Telephone Company, the DeFuniak Springs 
Telephone Company requested permission to charge its 
subscribers between DeFuniak Springs and Laurel Hill a 
5-cent toll rate on its rural lines when calling persons in 
Crestview. This request was granted. File T-218. 

The St. Cloud Telephone Company and the Kissimmee 
Telephone Company req nested permission to establish a 
10-cent toll rate to be charged subscribers and non-sub- 
scribers alike for service between Kissimmee and St. 
Cloud. This service was previously given subscribers of 
both exchanges free of charge by the Kissimmee Telephone 
Company when both exchanges were owned by that com- 
pany. The request was granted. File T-237. 

Upon request of the Okeechobee Telephone Company, 
we fixed the toll rate to be charged by that company be- 
tween Okeechobee and Ft. Pierce at 30c. The toll line 
connecting the two towns is owned by the Okeechobee 
Telephone Company. File T-252. 

The Alachua Telephone Company requested the estab- 
lishment of toll rates on its rural and farmer lines. This 
matter is being handled by correspondence with the tele- 
phone company. File T-274. 

The Commissioners on their own motion investigated 
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the toll rates being charged by the following telephone 
companies : 

Brevard County Telephone Company, Pile T-258. 

Florida Telephone Company of Live Oak, File T-209. 

Lake Butler Telephone Company, File T-249. 

Miami Telephone Company, File T-207. 

Pasco Telephone Company, File T-210. 

It was found that these rates were not established on 
any basis, but were fixed at what the officers of the com- 
pany thought they should be. In view of this condition, 
we requested the above companies to change their toll 
tariffs so that their rates would agree with the following 
mileage basis: 
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The mileages to be used in connection with this table to 
be the shortest railroad mileage between points except in 
cases where the shortest pole line mileage is shorter than 
such railroad mileage when the shortest pole line mileage 
is to be used. When the rate thus determined is greater 
by 15c or more than what the rate between the points 
would be if the air line mileage were used, the rate quoted 
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should be based on the air line mileage. The effect of 
these changes was the raising of a few rates and the re- 
duction of equally as many or more. The above named 
companies accepted this basis and quoted new toll tariffs 
showing rates in accordance therewith. This basis is 
used for the large majority of toll rates between points 
in this state and it is the desire of the commissioners to 
gradually get all rates changed to this or some other 
equally as good basis and when this is accomplisheed to 
make a thorough investigation and determine a just and 
reasonable basis for all toll rates. For this reason we 
have not approved these rates or any other rates or bases 
as just and reasonable, but we merely suggested them as 
a method to be used where no method was previously 
used so that when this matter comes on for final hearing 
we will have a limited number of definite methods to 
deal with. 

In like manner to the above we are now corresponding 
with the Marianna Telephone Company with a view to 
insfituting the above or equally as good method of de- 
termining its toil rates. File T-248. 

We took up this matter of a basis for toll rates with 
the West Palm Beach Telephone Company, who desired to 
be beard in opposition to the above basis. Accordingly 
this matter came on for hearing on February 19, 1918, 
and the same is now pending for final decision before the 
Commissioners. File T-264. 

MISCELLANEOUS EXCHANGE SERVICE MATTERS. 

The following are some of the exchange service matters 
bandied informally during the year: 

Upon investigation our telephone engineer found the 
night service rendered by the Cottondale Telephone Com- 
pany to itB subscribers in Cottondale was inadequate and 
inefficient. This matter was taken up with the telephone 
company and improved service rendered. File T-221. 



Upon the request of the Kissimmee Telephone Com- 
pany and the St. Cloud Telephone Company the Commis- 
sioners fixed the exchange area of Kissimmee and St. 
Cloud as the city area of the respective cities. Kissimmee 
and St. Cloud were formerly considered by the Kissim- 
mee Telephone Company, when owning both exchanges, 
as one exchange area, and by the aboev ruling these cities 
were made into two separate exchanges. At the time of 
the above change the Commissioners allowed the Kis- 
simmee Telephone Company and the St. Cloud Telephone 
Company to promulgate rules to the effect that service 
must he paid for one month in advance and one month 
only except in cases of initial installations when service 
must be paid for three months in advance as a condition 
precedent to the establishment of the service. File T-237. 

The contractor for the cantonment to be built for the 
Federal government at Dinner Island, Fla., which is 
within the exchange area of the Coeoannt Grove exchange 
of the Cocoanut Grove Public Utilities Company, applied 
to the Miami Telephone Company for unlimtied flat rate 
toll service into the Miami exchange. This matter was 
taken up with the Commissioners by the Miami Telephone 
Company with request for information as to what it 
should do. We advised that as the location of the tele- 
phone would be within the exchange area of Cocoanut 
Grove exchange this contractor should be treated the same 
as all other persons within that area and served with ex- 
change service by the Cocoanut Grove Public Utilities 
Company on its Cocoanut Grove exchange paying the es- 
tablished toll rate to Miami and other points the same 
as all other subscribers and persons and in every other 
manner be treated the same as subscribers to the Cocoa- 
nut Grove exchange, unless the contractor exhibited an 
order otherwise from a duly authorized officer of the 
Federal government. File T-262. 
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MISCELLANEOUS TOLL SERVICE MATTERS. 

The following are some of the toll service matters han- 
dled informally dnring the year: 

Verbal complaint was made to our telephone engineer 
when testing the service in Callahan, Fla., about the de- 
lay in getting long distance messages in and ont of Calla- 
han. Upon investigation it was found that the telephone 
company at Callahan was connected to an over-loaded toll 
circuit of the Southern Bell Telephone & Telegraph Com- 
pany. This matter was then taken up with the Southern 
Bell Telephone & Telegraph Company with the result that 
considerable improvement was made in the service by 
changing of circuits. File T-255. 

Upon application of the Southern Telephone & Con- 
struction Company service over their toll line between 
Tallahassee and Carra belle was temporarily discontinued 
and in like manner that company was allowed to tem- 
porarily discontinue its toll station at Crawfordville, Fla. 
File T-261. 

Test was made of the toll service between Monti cello 
and Jacksonville by our telephone engineer and it was 
found that the same was non-commercial. This matter 
was taken up with the Southern Bell Telephone & Tele- 
graph Company with the request that the same be im- 
proved and made commercial. We are now advised that 
steps are being taken to improve this service. File T-285. 

The Southern Telephone & Construction Company ap- 
plied for permission to discontinue its toll station at 
Braswell, Fla., for the reason that the toll line of the 
company had been re-routed along the hard road between 
Tallahassee and Monticello instead of by the railroad, and 
that the receipts from this station, as shown by a state- 
ment presented, were not sufficient to warrant maintain- 
ing the line via the railroad for this one station. After 
investigation the request was granted. File T.272, 
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COMPLAINTS HANDLED FORMALLY 

A much larger number of complaints were received this 
year than during pervious years, due, we believe, for the 
most part, to the increasing number of persons over the 
State becoming more and more acquainted with the fact 
that there is a State regulatory body for telephone com- 
panies. 

The large majority of the above complaints were han- 
dled informally ; however, it became necessary to handle 
several in a formal manner. Some of those handled for- 
mally are outlined as follows: 

Complaint was made that the telegraph service in and 
out of Bristol was very poor, uncertain and unsatisfactory. 
This matter was taken up with the telephone and tele- 
graph companies involved, and after investigation it was 
decided to route the telegrams in and out of Bristol 
through Hosford, Bristol to Hosford by telephone toll 
line of the Bristol Telephone Company, and out of Hos- 
ford on the telegraph lines of the L. & N. Railroad Com- 
pany. FileT-215. 

Complaint was received from Mr. W. H. Beauchamp, 
Alliance, Fla., that the toll service between the Barfield 
Telephone Company and the Marianna Telephone ex- 
change, previously ordered re-established by the Commis- 
sioners, had been discontinued. This matter was set for 
hearing when it was found that the Marianna Telephone 
Exchange had again disconnected the line without the 
consent or approval of the Commissioners. Orders were 
issued in the matter fining the Marianna Telephone Ex- 
change for violation of the telephone law and requiring 
the lines re-connected and services re-established. Copies 
of these orders will be found elsewhere in this report. 
File T-234. 

Mr. E. K. L. Moore, of Carrabelle, Fla., complained that 
the G. & J. Telephone Company had notified him that 
they were going to discontinue their toll line to East 
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Point, Fia. This matter was investigated, a hearing 
held and an order issued requiring the telephone com- 
pany to continue to render service to East Point, Fla., 
reconstructing its line where necessary and readjusting 
its rates for services at, to and from such point. Copy 
of this order will be found elsewhere in this report. File 
T-238. 

Mr. W. A. Zackery, of Jasper, Fla., complained that 
the Florida Telephone Company had refused him service 
previously rendered on a rural line because he had re- 
fused to pay discriminatory rates for that service. This 
matter was investigated, and a hearing held when a state- 
ment was made that the matter had been settled between 
the complainant and the telephone company prior there- 
to. See copy of order elsewhere in this report. File 
T-240. 

COMPLAINTS HANDLED INFORMALLY. 

Complaint was received from Mr. J. T. Phillips, Green- 
ville, Fla., against the Gulf Telephone Company, of Perry, 
Fla., in regard to the charge for a toll call which he con- 
sidered excessive. The matter was investigated when it 
. was found that an overcharge had been made by the com- 
pany on the particular call. The company refunded the 
overcharge to the satisfaction of the complainant. File 
T-201. 

Complaint was made against the Peninsular Telephone 
Company for refusal to render exchange service on ap- 
plication. Investigation was made disclosing that com- 
plainant owed the company for past service rendered at 
another exchange in another town which the company had 
allowed to run up for several months. The Commission- 
ers ruled that the company could not refuse applicant ser- 
vice at another exchange to which he was not indebted. If 
telephone companies would observe the rule approved by 
the Commissioners allowing them to collect one month in 
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advance for service, such cases as here shown would not 
arise. File T-204. 

Complaint was received from Mr. L. C. Shepard, Clear- 
water, Fla., stating that he had rented his house for three 
months and that the Peninsular Telephone Company had 
refused the renter service over the telephone in the house 
unless a short term contract for service was signed carry- 
ing a much higher rate than that paid by Mr. Shepard. 
No change in directory listing or records of the company 
had been requested, but Mr. Shepard sought to continue 
to pay for service in his name, but the company had in- 
sisted on the renter signing a short term contract. The 
Commissioners ruled that where a house is rented tem- 
porarily, furnished complete, and where the party owning 
the same does not ask for a telephone in another locality 
during the time his house is rented, but continues to pay 
his regular charges on the telephone, the same should be 
accepted by the telephone company and the temporary 
resident in the house should not be considered a sub- 
scriber. File T-208. 

Mr. C. J. Bryan, St. Andrews, Fla., complained that the 
Southern Bell Telephone and Telegraph Commpany had 
refused to extend its lines to render him service at a 
point within the exchange area of St. Andrews. This 
matter was investigated and the company required to 
render the service. File T-214. 

Upon complaint received verbally by our telephone 
engineer when inspecting the Panama City exchange, the 
night service at that exchange was tested and found to 
be not entirely reliable nor efficient. The matter was 
taken up with the company and we are advised that 
changes were made for better night service. File T-217. 

Complaint was received from Mr. R. E. L. McCaskill, 
DeFuniak Springs, Fla., stating that he had applied for 
desk sets to be installed in place of the two wail sets 
now in use by him, but that the DeFuniak Springs Tele- 
phone Company had refused to install same. The matter 
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was taken up with the company which replied that it had 
no desk setB in stock, but would place on order for same 
at once and install them as soon as received. We re- 
quested the company to keep a supply on hand in the 
future. This matter was settled satisfactorily to all con- 
cerned. FileT-226. 

The Lecanto Telephone Company complained of the 
switching charges of the East Florida Telephone Com- 
pany, Upon investigation it was found that the Lecanto 
Telephone Company were charged the same switching 
rates as practically all other companies with whom the 
East Florida Telephone Company connected, and in view 
of this fact we advised the complainant that we could not 
consistently compel an exception to be made of it, but at 
the same time we did not care to approve or disapprove 
the basis of charges used as to whether they were just 
and reasonable. File T-227. 

Messrs. Williamson & Dennis, Jacksonville, Fla., com- 
plained of the toll service received at Kissimmee and 
points in South Florida from Jacksonville. This matter 
was handled promptly with the Southern Bell Telephone 
& Telegraph Company for improvement. File T-230. 

The Dundee Naval Stores Company, of Greenville, Fla., 
complained that the Gulf Telephone Company was mak- 
ing additional charges for toll calls of more than three 
minutes duration and asked if this was approved by the 
Commissioners. We advised the complainant that this 
was the practice of nearly all telephone companies and 
the same had the approval of the Commissioners. File 
T-233. 

Messrs. D. Kugelman & Co., Pensacola, Fla., complain- 
ed that the Southern Bell Telephone & Telegraph Co. 
had accepted his contract for an additional telephone 
which was urgently needed, but had later advised that 
the same could not be installed at that time. Upon in- 
vetsigation it was found that the effects of a recent 
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artorm were taxing the facilities and working force of 
the company in Pensacola. Upon request from the Com- 
missioners, however, the company installed the telephone 
to the satisfaction of the 'complaint. File T-246. 

Mr J, C. Patterson, Malone, Fla., complained that the 
toll service rendered between Malone and Mariana a was 
unsatisfactory and inefficient. The line was inspected 
and repairs made, resulting in greatly improved service. 
File T-247. 

Mr, E. E. Bradley, Madison, Fla., complained that the 
Madison Telephone Co. charged his father-in-law, who 
lives with him as a member of his family, to talk to the 
West Yellow Pine Company on a farmer line, out of 
Madison and at the same time did not charge the com- 
plainant for talking to the same place. We advised the 
complainant that under the circumstances as stated the 
Telephone Company did not have the right to make the 
extra charge. 

Complaint wa sreceived from Mr. J. A. Von Dohlen. 
President Jacksonville Traffic Club, stating that the 
Southern Bell Telephone & Telegraph Co. had failed to 
re-establish service on his residence telephone after re- 
peated requests to do so. This matter was taken up 
with the telephone company by wire and service re-es- 
tablished File-251. 

Complaint was received from a party at Monticello, 
Fla., stating that the Monticello Telephone Co. had 
charged him for moving a telephone from one business 
house to another within the exchange area. Investiga- 
tion disclosed that complainant had used the telephone 
in the old location for less than one year and that the 
telephone company had promulgated a rule and rate 
covering the service requested by complainant. Com- 
plainant wag advised that the charge was legitimate and 
that the telephone company would be discriminating if 
the rule was not enforced on all persons alike. File T-254. 



Mr. R. D. Womack, Jr., Jacksonville, Fla., complained 
that the Southern Bell Telephone & Telegraph Co. were 
discriminating in the rates for service charged him as 
compared to other subscribers in the same rural zone. 
The matter was investigated and the complainant refund- 
ed for the overcharge by the telephone company. File 
T-259. 

Complaint was received from Mr, Henry Webster, 
Grand Ridge, Fla., stating that he had applied to the 
Marianna Telephone Co. for a telephone, but had been 
refused service unless he subscribed through Mr. B. L> 
Porter, Grand Ridge, Fla., who held the franchise for 
service in Grand Ridge and entirely controlled the con- 
nection of subscribers in that town on the lines of the 
Marianna Telephone Co. and that upon aj>pIication to 
Mr. Porter he was advised he would have to pay $3.00 
per month for the connection while other persons out- 
side of the town were getting the same service for $2.00 
per month. Upon investigation we found that Mr, Por- 
ter and the telephone company had entered into a con- 
tract whereby the above conditions were provided. We 
advised Mr. Porter that he would either have to institute 
an exchange at Grand Ridge and render service to all 
who desired it at rates to be fixed by the Commissioners 
or get out of the way and let the Marianna Telephone 
Co. render tbe service at their usual rates to all persons 
applying therefor, that by the present method he was 
standing in the way of telephone development in Grand 
Ridge. File T-268. 

Upon investigation of the rates, rules and practices of 
the Lake Butler Telephone Company we found a num- 
ber of apparent discriminations. Accordingly we direct- 
ed the company to formulate new rules eliminating dis- 
criminations and adopt further rules in line with those 
used by a large number of telephone companies in this 
State, making the same uniformly applicable all over its 
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territory. This was done by the company in connection 
with the changes in toll rates referred to elsewhere in 
this Report. File T-270. 

The Taylor County Lumber Company, Springdale, Fla., 
complained that the Gulf Telephone Co, charged the tele- 
graph company at Perry, for each telegram sent to 
Springdale from Perry, a toll charge of 10 cents each. 
It waB found that the Lumber Company owned the line 
from the City Limits of Perry to Springdale. We took 
the matter up with the telephone company who agreed 
not to make further charges for this service. File T-271. 

Mr. D. W. Sumner, Bonita Springs, Fla., complained 
that the Lee County Telephone Co. had discontinued the 
toll station at Bonita Springs, Fla., and that the ser- 
vice was much needed. Upon investigation it was found 
that the station and line was owned by the Naples De- 
velopment Company who were not in the telephone busi- 
ness and was not owned by the Lee County Telephone 
Co. File T-275. 

Complaint was made that the telegraph operator at 
Lake Worth had refused a telegram at a time of day at 
which he had previously sent telegrams. Investigation 
disclosed that the time stated was later than the office 
hours of that office which were limited by Federal law 
and that if telegrams had been received at that time pre- 
viously the operator had done so when it waB conven- 
ient for hi nito accommodate the complainant. The tele- 
graph office is a joint office having a joint agent with 
the railroad company. Investigation further disclosed 
that the receipts from the office would not justify the 
Commissioners in requiring the establishment of an in- 
dependent telegraph office at Lake Worth. File T-276. 

Complaint was received from Monticello, Fla., in re- 
gard to the poor service rendered by the Monticello Tele- 
phone Company. Investigation and inspection was made 
by our telephone engineer, who recommended that we 
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require the reconstruction of the outside plant of the 
company within the city limits of Monticello as well as 
certain other changes in the operating and maintenance 
methods of the company. These recommendations were 
sent to the Monticello Telephone Company with the re- 
quest that they be complied with and we are now advised 
that steps are being taken to carry out the changes at 
the earliest possible date. File T-285. 

MISCELLANEOUS MATTER HANDLED 
INFORMALLY. 

Mr. J. P. Stokes, Pensacola, Fla., petitioned the Com- 
missioners to compel the Southern Bell Telephone & Tele- 
graph Company to allow his client, the Realty Corpora- 
tion of that city, to attach privately owned extension 
telephones to the equipment furnished by the telephone 
company who had refused to allow these connections to 
be made. Investigation disclosed that in such cases the 
telephone company would be held responsible for the 
service rendered over this private equipment and still 
would be unable to compel the maintenance of it, nor 
maintain it itself, in such condition as to render good 
service at all times. After a through investigation we 
ruled that the telephone company should not he required 
to connect its facilities to privately owned and operated 
facilities within the exchange area of any of the ex- 
changes in Florida. File T-202. 

A request was received from parties in Calhoun Coun- 
ty asking for the Commission's requirements as to the 
height of wires over public roads and railroads. We 
advised them that we had made no rule in regard to 
this matter, but that the Federal Bureau of Standards 
had promulgated rules covering this which rules we 
quoted in our letter. File T-211. 

The DeFuniak Springs Telephone Company requested 
a ruling as to whether a visitor in the home of a sub- 
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scriber Bhould be allowed to use the subscriber's tele- 
phone as well as ail other telephones of other subscribers 
without paying for such service. We ruled that the visi- 
tor should be allowed to use his host's telephone with 
the same rights and privileges aB a member of the host's 
family, but that should the visitor use any other tele- 
phone he should be required to pay for the service the 
same as any other non-subscriber. File T-212. 

The Clermont Telephone Company advised the Com- 
missioners that the Winter Garden Telephone Company 
were refusing to switch toll calls from the Clermont 
Company's line to the lines of the Southern Bell Tele- 
i i ho m i & Telegraph Company when the lines of the two 
companies terminated in the same switchboard of the 
Winter Garden Company. Upon investigation it was 
found that the W inter Garden Telephone Co, is a mutual 
Company and as such is not subject to the regulation 
of the Commissioners, The Clermont Telephone Com- 
pany was accordingly advised that we could not compel 
the switching of the calls as requested. File T-213, 

Upon inspection it was found that the telephone and 
electric light wires were in dangerous proximity on the 
same poles in Fernandina, Fla. This matter was taken 
up with the Southern Bell Telephone & Telegraph Com- 
pany and the same corrected and made safe. File T-256. 

An inquiry was received from the Highland Telephone 
Company, of Haines City. Fla., asking for information 
relative to the laws of the State governing the protection 
of telephone wires and plant. After investigation we ad- 
vised the telephone company that Section 3436 of the 
General Statutes of the State covers telegraph wires and 
plant but does not cover telephone wires and plant, and 
that as this is the only section relating to the subject the 
same would have to be changed by legislative act before 
. telephone wires could thuB be protected. File T-224. 

The Highland Telephone Company applied for permis- 
sion to change its rules regarding collections to add 10c 
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to the bills when the same were not paid by the 10th A&y 
of the current month in advance. We advised the com- 
pany that we did not approve of making any addition to 
the accounts but that we would approve a rule requiring 
payment by the 10th day of the current month in advance 
with suspension of service on the 11th day of that month 
when the same was not paid. File T-232. 

The Callahan Telephone Company advised the Commis- 
sioners that their franchise required that the city of Cal- 
lahan be allowed to install electric light wires on the tel- 
ephone poles in connection with the telephone wires when 
the city so desired and that notice had been served to the 
effect that the city would soon start the construction of an 
electric light plant and would require compliance with 
that feature of the franchise. The telephone company 
asked for the protection of the Commissioners in the mat- 
ter as the service rendered its subscribers would be im- 
paired if the electric light wires were placed on the tele- 
phone poles. The city authorities inquired of the Com- 
missioners as to whether a State law prohibited the plac- 
ing of the electric light wires on the telephone poles. To 
these inquiries we replied that there was no specific pro- 
vision of the telephone law prohibiting such practice, but 
that under the provision requiring the telephone plants 
to be kept in a safe and good condition and repair, and 
efficient service rendered, the Commissioners were requir- 
ing the electric light and telephone wires in other plants 
to be placed on separate poles at a reasonable distance 
apart. We then put the city of Callahan and the Calla- 
han Telephone Company on notice that if the electric light 
wires and telephone wires were placed on the same poles 
in Callahan we would take such steps as would be neces- 
sary to effect a separation. File T-260. 

The Orange City Telephone Company submitted new 
rules for approval which provided that on all future in- 
stallations an installation fee of $4.50 per instrument 
should be charged and also providing that six months ren- 
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tal should be collected in advance. After fall considera- 
tion of the matter we declined to approve the rales sub- 
mitted. File T-287.

3. State vs. Marianna Telephone Exchange. 

This suit has just been instituted in the Circuit Court 
for Jackson county. 

i. State vs. Jonah Barfield, doing business as Barfield 
Telephone Company. 

This suit has just been instituted in the County Court 
for Calhoun county. 

5. State vs. B. L. Brown, doing business as Hastings 
Telephone Company. 

This suit has just been instituted in the Circuit Courr 
for St. Johns county. 

Injunction Suits. 

1. Florida East Coast Railway Company vb. R. Hud- 
son Burr, et al, as Railroad Commissioners. 

This suit was instituted in the Circuit Court of Leon 
county to enjoin the enforcement of Chapter 7320 of the 
Acts of 1917, prohibiting a railroad company having the 
line haul from making a charge for switching. Demurrer 
was filed to the bill and argued, and was taken under ad- 
visement by the court. 

2. State vs. Ocklawaha Valley Railroad Company, 
This suit was instituted in the Circuit Court of Put- 
nam county for a mandatory injunction under the pro- 
visions of Section 2921 of the General Statutes, as amend- 
ed in 1907. Injunction was issued. Ancillary bill has 
been filed for a receiver in Circuit Court of Marion coun- 
ty. Matter pending on application for receiver. 
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Statutory Suits. 

1. State vs. Florida East Coast Railway Company. 
This suit was filed under authority of Section 2921 of 

the General Statutes, as amended in 1907, for an account- 
ing to shippers and consignees paying freight to the rail- 
way company, pending the litigation for the violation of 
Rule 19, and prior to the time that the railway company 
put such rale into effect. It has been decided by Judge 
Simmons in favor of the State and decree for aeeouul ing 
entered. The ease will doubtless be appealed to the Su- 
preme Court. 

2. State vs. Florida East Coast Railway Company. 
This suit was filed under authority of Section 2921 of 

the General Statutes, as amended in 1907, for an account- 
ing to shippers and consignees paying freight to the rail- 
way company, pending the litigation for violation of Or- 
der No. 431, Class P. rates, and prior to the time that the 
railway company put such order into effect. It has been 
decided by Judge Simmons in favor of the State and de- 
cree for accounting entered. The case will doubtless be 
appealed to the Supreme Court. 

As this is my last report to the Commissioners as their 
counsel, I wish to express to them my thanks for the cour- 
tesy they have shown me during three years of most 
pleasant association, and my appreciation as a citizen of 
their earnest efforts to protect the interests of the pub- 
lic, and at the same time be just toward the carriers.

I submit the following as my report since the let day 
of January, 1918, the date I assumed my duties as your 
special counsel. 

Penalty Gases. 

1. ■ State vs. Florida East Coast Railway Company, 
Orange county. 

Suit for penalty imposed for violation of Section 2907 
of the General Statutes. This suit is being conducted by 
Mr. Massey. Negotiations are now pending for a settle- 
ment. 

2. State vs. Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company, 
Columbia county. 

Penalty imposed for violation of Section 2997. This 
suit is in process of settlement together with the suit 
against the Florida East Coast Railway Company. 

3. State vs. Georgia Southern & Florida Railway Com- 
pany. 

Penalty imposed for violation of Section 2907 of the 
General Statutes of Florida. This suit is in process of 
settlement, together with the suit against the Florida 
East Coast Railway Company. 

4. State vs. Marianna Telephone Exchange. 

Final judgment waB obtained in this case in February 
for penalty and costs. 

5. State vs. Florida East Coast Railway Company'. 
Pending demurrer to defendant's plea. 
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6. State vs. Home Telephone Company. 

On advice of counsel for the receiver appointed since 
the institution of this suit, the receiver is resisting any 
further prosecution. I have notified attorney for receiver 
that we shall make application for authority to proceed 
with suit. 

7. State vs. Tampa & Gulf Coast Railroad Company. 
The court has granted motion to strike defendant's 

pleas and motion for final judgment and has given plain- 
tiff final judgment in the ease. The papers have been 
forwarded for the judge's signature. 

8. State vs. Seaboard Air Line Railway Company. 
This case is now at issue. Attorney for defendant has 

advised settlement and case is now awaiting authority 
from chief counsel of the Seaboard Air Line Eailway to 
be settled. 

9. State vs. Marianna Telephone Exchange. 

Pleas were due in this case in February and default was 
asked for. Have not learned if default was entered. 

10. State vs. Jonah Barfield, doing business as Bar- 
field Telephone Company. 

Demurrer has been filed to declaration in this suit and 
request has been made for a date to hear arguments on 
demurrer. 

11. State vs. B. L. Brown, doing business as Hastings 
Telephone Company. 

Some pleading was filed to declaration in this case in 
February. The clerk refuses to send me the pleading and 
to date counsel for defendant has not done so. I should 
receive copy of pleading however, within the next few 
days. 

Injunction Suits. 



1. Florida Telephone Company vs. E. Hudson Burr, 
et al., as Railroad Commissioners. 

On account of the illness of Judge Home Bin re the 
first of this year, we have not been able to proceed with 
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this case. Judge Home has been requested to set the 
same down for hearing as soon as he is able to hear argu- 
ment. 

2. Florida East Coast Railway Company vs. R. Hud- 
sen Burr, et al., as Railroad Commissioners. 

Judge Wills has promised us a decision in this case 
within the nest few weeks. 

3. State vs. Ocklawaha Valley Railroad Company. 
This suit was originally instituted in the Circuit Court 

of Putnam county for a mandatory injunction under the 
provisions of Section 2921 of the General Statutes, as 
amended in 1907. Injunction was issued requiring the 
continued operation of the road and enjoining the dis- 
mantling of the road. The part of the injunction requir- 
ing the continued operation was disobeyed and the de- 
fendant claimed inability to continue operation. An an- 
cillary bill was filed in the Circuit Court of Marion coun- 
ty for a receiver. Receiver has been appointed and Mr. 
H. S. Cummings is now acting as receiver for the rail- 
road arid the railroad is again in operation. The receiver 
is authorized by the order appointing him, to operate the 
road for one year, which is considered sufficient time to 
thoroughly test the possibility of this road being operated 
successfully. 

Statutory Suite. 

1. Florida Kail road Commissioners for use of Plant 
City Composite Brick Company vs. Atlantic Coast line 
Railroad Company. 

This suit has been dismissed as directed and advised 
by former counsel. 

2. State vs. Florida East Coast Railway Company. 

As indicated in report of former counsel, this case 
has been appealed to the Supreme Court. 

3. State of Florida vs. Florida East Coast Railway 
Company. 
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As indicated in report of former counsel, this case has 
been appealed to the Supreme Court. 

Mandamus Cases. 

1. State vs. Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company 
and Clyde Steamship Company, 

This case is now pending on a demurrer and motion to 
strike the defendant's return and motion for peremptory 
writ. Oral argument has been set for March 19th. 

Interstate Commerce Commission Cams. 

1. National Live Stock Exchange, et al., vs. L. & N. 
Railroad Company, et al. 

A petition in above matter was filed before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission by the National Live Stock 
Shippers' Protective League and the National Live Stock 
Exchange, against about three hundred carriers operating 
in the southeastern part of the United States, and our 
Commission was requested to intervene in the case, which 
we have done. The purpose of this suit is to secure bet- 
ter rates on live stock and to establish rates in a great 
many instances where no rates have been established. 
Hearing in this matter was set for March 6th, but has 
been indefinitely postponed.

PHYSICAL CONDITION OP RAILROADS. 

Inspection of the roadway, bridges and trestles by Mr. 
Frank P. Damon, inspecting engineer for the Railroad 
Commissioners, was made from time to time of all the 
railroads in the State during the year 1917, up until the 
early part of November, when he was taken ill and con- 
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fiued to his home aud finally died on January 2, 1918, 
Owing to Mr. Damon's illness and death coming before 
the close of the report year, he had not written out his 
annual report to the Commissioners dealing with the 
physical condition of these railroad properties. There- 
fore, we are unable to give a detailed report upon this 
subject. 

We can only say that from various inspections made 
by Mr, Damon during the year, he found the physical 
condition of the railroads of the State in good condition, 
with the exception of the Tavares & Gulf Railroad, which 
was generally in poor condition, both as to roadway and 
motive power, due to the parsimonious policy of its 
owners. In the last three months preceding this report, 
the road has been out of operation part of the time, due 
to the fact that trains could not be operated over the 
road without being wrecked. The Commissioners are de- 
termined in their purpose that this road shall be put in 
physical condition by its owners in the near future, or 
ask that the Attorney General proceed against the com- 
pany for forfeiture of its charter. 

The Tampa & Jacksonville Railroad was found to be in 
need of more cross-ties and better surfacing, and when 
the attention of the management was called to the mat- 
ter, improvements were made, but there is still room for 
the betterment of this property.

appeared the Atlantic Coast Line Bailroad Company, by 
J. C. Murchison, general superintendent, and S. A. Stock- 
ard, superintendent of car service; Seaboard Air Line 
Railway Company, by H. W. Purvis, superintendent; 
Georgia, Florida & Alabama Railway Company, by C. J. 
Acosta, freight traffic manager ; Live Oak, Perry & Gulf 
Railroad Company, by W. T. Hargrett, general man- 
ager; Apalachicola Northern Railroad Company, by D. 
Sullivan, general superintendent; Florida East Coast 
Railway Company, by J. P. Beckwith, vice-president, and 
J, H. Owens, superintendent of transportation. There 
also appeared W. F. Graves, of Hosford, Florida j J. T. 
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Prince, of Greenville, Fla., and Mr. Hardin, manager of 
the Southeastern Demurrage Bureau. The Commission- 
ers were also in receipt of a large number of communi- 
cations from shippers from various parts of the State, 
After hearing the testimony of witnesses and all others 
who desired to be heard, the Commissioners took the said 
matter under advisement. 

And now on this day the said matter came on for fur- 
ther and final consideration and the Commissioners be- 
ing fully advised in the premises do find that owing to 
the unprecedented demand for cars and car service, the 
free time allowed by Demurrage Rules III and IV should 
be reduced, that the time for moving a car by a railroad 
company after receipt of shipping instructions, as pro- 
vided by Demurrage Rule VIII, and the time for deliver- 
ing freight or placing cars for unloading, as provided by 
Demurrage Rule XI, should also be reduced. 

It is therefore considered, ordered and adjudged by the 
Railroad Commissioners of the State of Florida as fol- 
lows: 

First: That on and after the fifteenth day of June, 
1917, and until the first day of June, 1918, Demurrage 
Rule III shall read and be effective as follows : 

Rule III. 

Legal Notice. 

"Legal notice referred to in these rules may be either 
actual or constructive. Where the consignee is personal- 
ly served with notice of the arrival of freight, free time 
ends forty-eight (48) hours from the time of notifica- 
tion, not including Sundays or legal holidays. Construc- 
tive notice referred to consists of posting notice by mail 
to consignee. Where this mode of giving notice is adopted 
there shall be twenty-four (24) hours' additional free 
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time to be added to the forty-eight (48) hours, to be 
computed from the time notice was mailed; provided, 
however, that if, in any case, when notice of arrival is 
given by mail, the consignee will make oath that neither 
he, his agents nor employees, have received such notice, 
then no demurrage charges shall be made until after legal 
notice, as above specified, is given." 

Second : That on and after the fifteenth day of Jnne, 
1917, and until the first day of June, 1918, Demurrage 
Rule IV shall read and be effective as follows: 

Rule IV. 

Per Diem Charge. 

"A charge of one dollar ($1.00) per car per day shall 
be made for detention of cars and use of track when cars 
are not loaded or unloaded within forty -eight (48) hours, 
not including Sundays and legal holidays, except when 
loaded with seed cotton, cottonseed in bulk, cottonseed 
hulls in bulk, fertilizer material in bulk, coal, bulk pota- 
toes, bulk cabbage, brick and dressed lumber (in bos 
ears), seventy-two (72) hours will be allowed for unload- 
ing. It heing understood that said car or cars are to he 
placed and remain accessible to the consignee for the 
purpose of unloading during the period in which held free 
of demurrage: that when the period of such demurrage 
charges commences, they are to be placed accessible to 
the consignee for unloading purposes on demand of the 
consignee; provided however, that if the railroad com- 
pany shall remove such car or cars after being so placed, 
or in any way obstruct unloading of same, the consignee 
shall not be charged with delay caused thereby; provid- 
ed further, that when any consignee shall receive four 
or more cars during any one one day taking track de- 
livery, the said car in excess of three shall not be liable to 
demurrage by any railroad company until after the ex- 
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piration of seventy-two (72) hours. Any fraction of a 
day shall be considered a day." 

Third: That on and after the fifteenth day of June, 
1917, and until the first day of June, 1918, Demurrage 
Rule VIII shall read and he effective as follows: 

Rule VIII. 

Cars Held for Shippitig Directions. 

"Cars detained or held for want of proper shipping in- 
structions, or by reason of improper or excessive loading 
(where loading is done by shipper), shall be subject to a 
demurrage charge of one dollar ($1.00) per car for each 
day or fraction of a day said car or cars are so detained 
or held Likewise, when cars are promptly loaded and 
shipping instructions given, the railroad agent must im- 
mediately issue the bills of lading therefor; and if said 
car or cars are detained or held and not carried forward 
within twenty- four (24) hours, except perishable arti- 
cles, which shall be removed within twenty-four (24) 
hours thereafter, said railroad company shall be liable 
to said shipper for the payment of one dollar ($1.00) per 
car per day for each day or fraction of a day that said 
car or cars are thus detained or held." 

Fourth : That on and after the fifteenth of June, 1917, 
and until the first day of June, 1918, Demurrage Rule 
XI shall read and be effective aa follows: 

Rulb XI. 

Per Diem Charge Allouoed Consignees. 

"When any railroad company fails to deliver freight at 
the depot or to place loaded cars at an accessible place 
for unloading within forty-eight (48) hours (not includ- 
ing Sundays or legal holidays), computed from 10 A. M. 
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the day after arrival of the same, the shipper or con 
signee shall be paid one dollar ($1.00) per day for each 
day said delivery ia so delayed." 

Fifth: That unless otherwise ordered by the Rail- 
road Commissioners on the first day of June, 1918, De- 
murrage Rules III, IV, VIII and XI shall cease to he 
effective in the form above set forth, and said Rules on 
the said last mentioned date shall again become in full 
force and effect in the form in which they were adopted 
and promulgated prior to the mating and entry of this 
order, the purpose of which is a suspension of the Rules 
mentioned in their permanent form and provision from

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SECTION 1— GENERAL RULES 



COMPLAINTS. 

1, All complaints made to the Commission shall he in 
writin,g and shall distinctly set forth the grounds of com- 
plaint. In like manner all defenses shall be in writing, 
and shall distinctly set forth the grounds of defense. 

MONTHLY AND ANNUAL REPORTS. 

2. Each railroad company shall make and file in the 
office of the Commission hy the last day of each month 
a report of its earnings and operating expenses for the 
preceding month, according to the form prescribed by 
the Commission. Also, by the last day of each month 
shall make monthly report to the Commissioners of the 
number of miles or fractions thereof of main line, the 
branches, spurs and side tracks constructed during the 
month previous to the making of the report; shall report 
the constructions of depots or other buildings, giving 
the dimensions of such depots or other buildings; shall 
report all agreements entered into with other railroad 
companies for the construction of joint terminal facilities 
or union depots, or terms of agreement for participation 
in terminals or depot facilities of other companies. Also, 
on or before the first day of September of each year an 
annual erport of its earnings, operating expenses and 
general operations for the preceding year ending June 
30, in accordance with Section 10, Railroad Commission 
Law, approved June 3, 1899. The monthly reports to be 
verified by the affidavits of the general manager (if 
there be one) or by superintendent or other principal 
officer in charge, and the treasurer or auditor; the an- 
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nual reports to be verified by the affidavits of the presi- 
dent, superintendent or general manager, and auditor or 
treasurer. 

SECRET REDUCTIONS, REBATES, ETC. 

3. There shall be no secret reductions of rates of freight 
and passenger fares, and no rebates, draw-backs or other 
advantages in any form shall be given or paid, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, upon shipments made or service ren- 
dered to any person not allowed to all persons under like 
circumstances and conditions, but the same shall be uni- 
form to all, and pnbik. 

POSTING SCHEDULES, ETC. 

4. Each railroad company shall post in a conspicuous 
place and keep the same continually posted, at each of 
its stations where there are agents, a copy of the schedule 
of freight and passenger rates revised and adopted for 
the use of such company by the Commission; a copy of 
all the rules and regulations prescribed by the Commis- 
sion for the government of the transportation of freight 
and passengers applicable on its lines of road, and a copy 
of the official classification; also copies of all changes 
made, whether the same shall be made by such railroad 
company or by the Commissioners; also a table of dis- 
tances between each station ; and when any change in said 
schedule of rates or classification is made, a copy of the 
said change shall be immediately furnished the office of 
said Commissioners and shall be posted in the same man- 
ner as above. 

RATES APPLYING IN BOTH DIRECTIONS. 

5. The rates prescribed by the Commission shall (ex- 
cept in cases specified) apply in either direction.

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BASIS OP COMPUTING RATES. 

As Amended, Effective April 1, 1917, by Order No. 548. 

6. When any shipment is tendered to any common car- 
rier for movement from one point in this State to another 
point in this State, without shipping instructions, such 
shipment may be forwarded to its destination by any 
available route, and any route lying wholly within this 
State, or from one point to another point within this 
State over the high seas by which the initial movement 
of such shipment can be made over the line of such re- 
ceiving carrier, and by which such shipment will he de- 
livered safely and promptly, will be deemed available; 
but in any such case the total charges for such shipment 
shall not exceed the charges applicable by the available 
route over which the lowest charges for transportation 
apply. This rule shall not be construed to prohibit the 
receiving carrier from forwarding such shipment by a 
route other than one lying wholly within this State, pro- 
vided the shipment can thereby be promptly and safely 
delivered; and provided further, that the charges for 
such shipment by way of such route not lying wholly 
within this State shall not exceed the charges by the 
route lying wholly within this State over which the low- 
est charges for the transportation apply. 

INCREASED RATES. 

7. In no case shall any railroad or common carrier 
doing business wholly or in part within the State of Flor- 
ida, advance or increase any special rate or other rates, 
demurrage charges, storage or wharfage charges without 
first submitting the proposed increased rate or rates, de- 
murrage, storage or wharfage charges- to the Railroad 
Commissioners and receiving their approval. 
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BOOKS AND PAPERS TO BE FURNISHED. 

8. Each railroad company or common carrier doing 
business in tbe State of Florida shall furnish to the Rail- 
road' Commission on demand any books or papers in the 
possession of said railroad company or common carrier, 
and a written transcript or copy of any paper in the pos- 
session of said railroad company or common carrier 
which may appear to the Commission as necessary to aid 
them in the discharge of their duty. 

TRAFFIC ARRANGEMENT, ETC., BETWEEN RAIL- 
ROADS. 

9. Copies of all rate sheets, tariffs and circular orders 
issued, and all contracts and agreements between rail- 
road companies, as to the rates of freight and passenger 
tariffs, and all arrangements and agreements whatever 
as to the division of earnings of any kind by competing 
or connecting lines of railroad doing business in this 
State, shall be submitted to the Commission for inspec- 
tion, revision and approval. 

RIGHT TO MODIFY OR SUSPEND RULES. 

10. The Commissioners reserve the right to suspend 
or modify the enforcement of any of their rules, regula- 
tions, rates, etc., at discretion, when, in their opinion, 
the conditions are such that a strict enforcement of the 
same would work hardship or injustice. 

RULES, HOW NOT TO BE CONSTRUED. 

11. Whenever, in any of the Rules prescribed by the 
Commissioners, common carriers are required to per- 
form or not to perform any act or acts, such require^ 
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meuts shall not be construed to be so absolute, as to de 
prive a common carrier of any excuse which the law re- 
gards as sufficient for the non-performance or the per- 
formance of such act or acts. 

RAILROADS MUST REPORT WRECKS. 

12. Every railroad company shall report to the Rail- 
road Commissioners immediately by telegram, any wreck, 
either of passenger or freight train, that may occur on its 
line in this State, giving as nearly as possible the cause 
of the wreck, the extent of the damage to the equipment 
and the track, and the number of persons killed or 
wounded; and such telegram shall be followed with a 
full written statement, made within five days thereafter, 
giving full details of the above matters, and the names 
and addresses of the persons killed or wounded, whether 
employes, or others. 

All other aecidentB, wrecks, derailments and explosions 
which occur on the line of any common carrier shall be 
reported by each carrier within five days after the occur- 
rence, and such report shall contain a full written state- 
ment, giving the full details of the cause of the wreck, 
the extent of damage to equipment and track, and the 
number of persons killed or wounded. 

This rule shall not apply to simple derailments of 
freight cars or yard engines when switching or shifting 
in yards, except when some person is killed or injured, 
in which case a report shall be made as in other cases. 

CARRIERS SHALL POST NOTICE OF REGULATIONS 

13. All common carriers shall poBt in their stations 
and in their cars all such notices pertaining to the reg- 
ulations of their business as the Railroad Commissioners 
may direct. 
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CARRIERS MUST REPORT FREE PASSES. 

14. Every common carrier shall report on or before 
the 15th day of each calendar month a certified list show- 
ing for the calendar month last preceding all passes, 
tickets or mileage books issued free, or for other than 
actual bona fide money consideration at full established 
rates, together with the names of the recipients thereof, 
the reasons for issuing the same, the points of origin and 
destination, and the amounts received therefor, or the 
consideration thereof. 

CARRIERS SHALL MAKE REFUND OF OVER- 
CHARGES. 

15. Every charge for transportation made by any com- 
mon carrier in excess of the rates or fares prescribed by 
the Railroad Commissioners for such services including 
overcharges due to misrouting by the carrier, will be 
deemed and treated as a violation or disregard of such 
prescribed rates, or of the schedule, ruling or regulation 
fixing such rates or fares, unless within three months 
after the collection by the carrier of such excessive 
charge, the carrier shall refund the excessive amount so 
collected, whether a claim be made for such amount or 
not. Demanding excessive charges and refusing to de- 
liver freight until the same shall be paid will be likewise 
construed. This rule shall not apply to those cases where, 
for any reason, an examination of the records of the 
carrier fails to reveal the fact that the excessive charge 
has been made. 



SECTION 2— RULES GOVERNING THE 
TRANSPORTATION OF PASSENGERS 



BAGGAGE. 



1. Each passenger shall be entitled to free transporta- 
tion of baggage not exceeding 150 pounds in weight. 

LESS THAN MAXIMUM BATES MAY BE CHARGED. 

2. Railroads will not be prohibited from charging less 
than the rates prescribed for the transportation of pas- 
sengers, provided such charge is not an unjust discrim- 
ination in favor of or against persons or localities. 

MINIMUM PARE. 

3. Ten (10) cents as a minimum fare may be collected 
where the regular fare would be less than that sum. 

COMPUTATIONS OP FRACTIONS. 

4. Where the fare for any distance does not end in 
or 5, sums ending in 2% or over may be counted as 5, 
and sums less than 2% a « 0. For example, for 42% cents 
collect 45, and for 42 cents collect 40. Nothing in this 
rule shall prevent any railroad company from giving the 
exact change in cents. 

FREE OR REDUCED RATES, EXCUB SIGNS, ETC. 

5. A railroad company shall not be prevented from 
the free carriage of destitute or homeless persons trans- 
ported by charitable societies and the necessary agents 
employed in such transportation, or from the issuance of 
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mileage, excursion, commutation op round trip passenger 
tickets, or from giving free carriage to its own officers 
and employees ; or to prevent the principal officers of any 
railroad company or companies from exchanging passes 
or tickets with other railroad companiees for their officers 
and employees; or free carriage or reduced rates to per- 
sons in charge of live stock shipped from the points of 
shipment to destination and return, or from issuing sec- 
ond-class tickets, for the holders of which second-class 
tickets so issued second-class accommodations shall be 
furnished. 

POSTING ARRIVAL OF DELAYED TRAINS. 

6. It shall be the duty of any railroad operating in 
the State of Folrida to keep a bulletin board of suff icient 
size at every open telegraph station along its line where 
such train is scheduled to stop, on which shall be plainly 
posted the schedule time of arrival of all its passenger 
trains; and when any passenger train on any such rail- 
road shall be behind the schedule time more than thirty 
minutes it shall be the duty of said railroad to promptly 
bulletin and keep posted at every such open telegraph 
station along its line in the direction which said train 
is going, the time such train is behind the schedule time. 

Such notice of late trains shall be bulletined not less 
than half an hour before the schedule time of arrival 
of said train, but passengers acting upon this informa- 
tion will do so at their own risk. 

A copy of this rule, printed in large type, shall be 
posted at top of bulletin board at all open telegraph 
stations. 

COLLECTION OF CASH FARES. 

7. Passengers boarding railroad trains at any station 
where there is a ticket office duly kept open for at least 
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thirty minutes before the departure of a passenger train 
may be charged not exceeding 15 cents extra passenger 
fare if they do not present ticket to the conductor for 
their transportation; provided, however, that this rule 
shall not apply in cases where the connection between 
trains is too cloae to permit passengers to purchase 
tickets. 

All railroad companies are required to post a printed 
copy of this order at one or more conspicuous places in 
their ticket office, such notice to be printed on cardboard 
in large type. 

8. Rescinded. 

RAILROADS MUST PROVIDE FIRES, LIGHTS, ETC. 

9. AH railroad and terminal companies are required 
at all their regular agency stations: 

(1) To provide fires in the waiting rooms whenever 
fires are necessary for the comfort of the traveling pub- 
lic. 

(2) To light the waiting rooms and the approaches to 
trains, after dark, sufficiently for the comfort and the 
safety of the traveling public. 

(3) To keep the waiting rooms in a clean and sanitary 
condition. 

(4) To keep a sufficient supply of good drinking water 
for the traveling public. 

RAILROADS SHALL OPERATE A SUFFICIENT 
NUMBER OF COACHES. 

10. All railroad companies shall operate on each pas- 
senger train a sufficient number of comfortable passenger 
coaches to provide seats for such number of passengegrs 
as they may reasonably expect for the daily travel on 
such train. 
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COACHES MUST BE HEATED, LIGHTED, ETC. 

I 

11. All railroads and other companies owning or oper- 
ating passenger coaches (which shall include sleeping 
cars and chair cars are required : 

(1) To heat them whenever necessary for the comfort 
of the passengegra. 

(2) To light them sufficiently after dark. 

(3) To keep in each of such coaches a sufficient sup- 
ply of good drinking water for the passengers, and to 
keep each of such coaches supplied with suitable and 
serviceable sanitary or sterilized drinking cups, which 
shall be placed or kept so as to be at all times easily ac- 
cessible to passengers, and which may be supplied from 
dispensing or vending machines or otherwise, and said 
cups may be furnished free or, at the option of the car- 
rier, a charge of not exceeding one cent for each cup may 
be made by the railroad companies whose duty it is made 
to supply the same. 

(4) To keep them in a clean and sanitary condition. 

(5) To see that no passenger is permitted to monop- 
olize more than one seat when seats are required for 
other passengers. In sleeping cars the sale of one berth 
shall entitle the passengers, when the berths are not 
made up in the section, to one-half of the section ; but 
the sale of a day seat shall entitle the passenger to but 
one seat in a section. It is hereby made the special duty 
of all train conductors and of all sleeping car and chair 
car conductors, in their respective cars, to enforce this 
fifth paragraph of Rule 11, but a failure by them so to 
enforce it will be deemed a violation thereof on the part 
of the company. 

RAILROADS CAN NOT DISCONTINUE PASSENGER 
TRAINS WITHOUT PERMISSION. 

12. No railroad company shall discontinue running 
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any regular train carrying passengers, either wholly or 
in part, without the consent of the Railroad Commission- 
ers, previously obtained. 

Written application for such consent must be made at 
least ten days before the date for the proposed discontin- 
uance, but the Railroad Commissioners may, in their dis- 
cretion, shorten the time of application for good cause 
shown. 

This rule does not apply to a passenger train or trains 
put on for special occasions, such as fairs, carnivals, con- 
ventions, excursions and the like, 

TRAINS CARRYING PASSENGERS MUST STOP AT 
REGULAR STOPS. 

13. Trains carrying passengers must stop at regular 
stations where they are scheduled to stop, and must stop 
on flag at flag stations where they are scheduled to stop. 
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SECTION 3— RULES GOVERNING THE 
TRANSPORTATION OF FREIGHT 



CONNECTING RAILROADS UNDER THE SAME 
MANAGEMENT. 

1. All connecting railroads, which are under the man 
agement or control, by lease, ownership or otherwise, of 
one and the same company, and all connecting roads, the 
majority of whose stock is owned or controlled either di- 
rectly op indirectly by one of the connecting lines, shall, 
for the purpose of transportation, in applying their sched- 
ules of freight rates, be considered as constituting but 
one and the same road, and the rates shall be computet 
as upon parts of one and the same road, unless other- 
wise specified. The fact that each of said roads has a 
separate board of directors shall not prevent the appli- 
cation of this rule. Whenever any railroad company 
owns and operates in connection with its road, and for 
the purpose of transporting its cars, freight or passen- 
gers, any steamer or other water craft, such steamer or 
water craft shall be deemed a part of its said road. 

MAXIMUM RATES MAY BE REDUCED. 

2. The schedule of rates allowed and adopted by the 
Railroad Commissioners for each road are maximum rates 
which shall not be transcended. They may, however, 
carry at less than the rates allowed and adopted, provided 
that if they carry for less than one person they shall, foi 
the like service, under similar circumstances and condi- 
tions, carry for the same lessened rates for all persona 
except as mentioned hereafter; and if they adopt less 
freight rates for one station they shall make a reduction 
of the same per cent, at all stations along the line of 
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road, so as to make no unjust discriminations as against 
any person or locality. But when, at any point within 
this State, there are competing lines of transportation,, 
any railroad company injuriously affected thereby may, 
at such connecting point, make rates below those allowed 
or adopted, to meet Buch competition, without making a 
corresponding reduction along the line of road. 

The Commissioners may entertain application for tem- 
porary modification of so much of this rule as requires 
the general reduction of rates to all stations when made 
to any station, when in their judgment a local and tem- 
porary cause may justify such modification ,as, for in- 
stance, epidemic, floods, droughts, storms or other exi- 
gencies. 

NO COMMON CARRIER SHALL REFUSE TO ACT AS 

SUCH. 

3. No common carrier shall decline or refuse to act as 
such to transport any article proper for transportation, 
and a failure to transport such article within a reason- 
able time after the same has been offered for transporta- 
tion shall be deemed a violation of this rule. This term 
common carrier is used in this rule in the sense defined 
in the Statutes of the State of Florida relating to the 
Railroad Commissioners, and this rule is to be construed 
as applying to common carriers under the jurisdiction of 
the Railroad Commissioners. 

COMPUTATION OF PERCENTAGES. 

4. In the computation of percentages, if, after the per- 
centage prescribed shall have been added or subtracted, 
as the case may be, should there be a fraction, any frac- 
tion of a cent less than one-half cent shall be discarded, 
and any of one-half cent or over may be counted as one 
cent. 
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BATES OF SMALL SHIPMENTS. 

5. The minimum charge on a single shipment of one 
class from one consignor to one consignee shall be com- 
puted at the actual weight at the class or commodity rate 
to which it belongs, provided the change shall not be less 
than twenty-five cents. 

If the shipment contains articles in different classes, 
and in separate packages, the charges shall be computed 
at the actual weight of each package at the class or com- 
modity rate to which it belongs, provided, the aggregate 
charge on the shipment shall not be less than twenty -five 
cents. 

If a package contains articles in two or more classes, 
the charge shall be computed at the actual weight of the 
package at the highest class or commodity rate to which 
any of the articles belong, provided the charge shall not 
be less than twenty-five cents. 

FREE OR REDUCED RATES. 

6. Railroad companies shall not be prevented from the 
carriage, storage or handling of property free or at re- 
duced rates, for charitable puposes, or to and from fairs 
and expositions for exhibition thereat. 

7. Rescinded. 

SHIPPERS TO LOAD AND UNLOAD. 

8. Consignors and consignees will be required to load 
and unload bulk freight in carloads, unless otherwise pro- 
vided by special agreement. 

CHARGES FOR HANDLING HEAVY FREIGHT. 

9. The charges for handling extra-heavy freight may 
be as follows: 
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Under 2,000 pounds, no charge for extra handling. 
2,000 pounds and under 3,000, 1 3.00 for extra handling. 
3,000 pounds and under 4,000, |5.00 for extra handling. 
4,000 pounds and under 5,000, $7.00 for extra handling. 
6,000 pounds and under 6,000, $8.00 for extra handling. 
6,000 pounds and under 7,000, $10.00 for extra handling. 
Over 7,000 pounds, subject to special contract. 

CARLOAD SHIPMENTS. 

10. (1) In all cases in which the classification pro- 
vides a rate of per 100 pounds, per ton, or per barrel, 
giving to carload shipments lower rates than apply to 
less than carload shipments, the standard minimum 
weight of a carload shall be 24,000 pounds, unless other- 
wise specified. Where the actual weight loaded in a car 
is in excess of the minimum weight, such excess may be 
charged for in proportion to carload rates; provided, 
that in no case shall the amount collected on less than a 
carload exceed the price per carload. 

(2) When a number of different articles, all of which 
are in the same class, are shipped at one time by one 
consigner to one consignee and one destination, in car- 
loads, such car or cars shall be taken at the carload rate 
per 100 pounds and at the highest minimum carload 
weight established for either of the articles contained in 
the car, actual weight to be so charged for if in excess 
of such carload mini mom. When, however, article ship- 
ped as above are in classes N. O. or P,, the lowest carload 
minimum weight shall be taken. This clause of the rule 
shall apply only when the consignor or the consignee is 
the actual owner of the property. 

(3) Carload rates apply to the carload and more made 
by one shipper at one time to one and the same point of 
delivery to the same consignee, although the same may, ju 
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fact, be carried by the railroad to the point of delivery 
in lots less than the amount recognized as a carload. 

FERTILIZER— ARTICLES EMBRACED IN. 

11. The term "fertilizers" embraces the following and 
like articles, when intended to be used as fertilizers, to- 
wit: Sulphate of ammonia, ashes, bone black, ground and 
dissolved bone, bone dust, castor pomace, cottonseed meal, 
cottonseed ashes, cotton seed, fish scraps, guano, super- 
phosphates, gypsum, kainit, german salts, nitre cake, ni- 
trate and sulphate of soda, oil cake, potash, fine ground 
plaster, salt cake, saltpetre, sulphur, muck, tank stuffs, 
and tobacco dust and sweepings, and like articles when 
intended to be used as fertilizers. 

L. C. L. SHIPMENTS. 

12. In no case Bhall the amount collected on L. C. L. 
shipments exceed the charges per carload for the Bame 
class of goods, nor shall the charge for a car fully loaded 
exceed the charge for the same property if taken at a less 
than carload shipment. 

ESTIMATED WEIGHTS. 

13. All articles will be charged at Gross Weight, with- 
out regard to weight given by shippers and inserted in 
bills of lading; except that when an article is classified 
to be accepted at an estimated weight, Bnch estimated 
weight will apply. When the actual weight of the arti 
cles named below can not be ascertained at point of nnip- 
ment, or at destination, or in transit, the following esti- 

'mated weights shall govern :

ARTICLES TOO LONG OR TOO BULKY TO BE 
LOADED IN BOX CARS. 

14. Unless otherwise specified, articles too long or too 
bulky to be loaded in box cars, but not requiring two or 
more open cars, shall be charged at actual weight; pro- 
vided, that in no case shall the charge on a single con- 
signment be less than 4,000 pounds at the first-class rate. 

CHARGES FOR SWITCHING OR TRANSFERRING 

CARS WHEN PASSING OVER TWO OR 

MORE ROADS. 

15. A charge of not more than |2.00 per car without 
regard to its weight or contents, will be allowed, except 

12— R. R, 
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to the railroad having the line haul of the same, for 
transporting, switching or transferring a loaded tar from 
any point on any railroad to a connecting railroad or to 
any warehouse, aide track or other point within tlie 
switching limits of the place; and no railroad shall de- 
cline or refuse to transport, switch or transfer any such 
car or to receive it from any connecting railroad for such 
purposes. The switching limits of any place, within tine 
meaning of this rule, shall be the switching limits usually 
operated there, but in no case less than three miles. No 
railroad shall reduce any of its switching limits without 
first obtaining the approval of the Railroad Commis- 
sioners. 

When in the transfer switching or transportation of a 
car between such points, it is necessary to pass over the 
track or tracks of any intermediate railroad or railroads, 
said maximum charge of $2.00 shall be equitably divided 
between the railroads at interest, excluding that having 
the line haul. 

When a charge is made for the transfer, switching or 
transportation of a loaded car between such points no 
additional charge shall be made for the accompanying 
movement of the empty car in the opposite direction. No 
charge whatever shall be made by a railroad having the 
line haul for placing, for loading, an empty car at any 
warehouse or other point on its own line or side track, 
or for switching the loaded car to or from the same eitber 
for delivery or for transportation. 

Provided, That this rule shall not interfere with any 
prevailing legal rate for the transportation of freight be- 
tween different stations; and shall not apply to any 
freight that does not pay a direct freight transportation 
charge in connection with a switching charge. 

CHARGES FOR SWITCHING LUMBER. 
15-A. The charge for switching cars of rough lumber 
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consigned to and arriving at the city of Jacksonville 
from points in this State to any planing mill in the 
Jacksonville yards, and thence, after lumber is dressed, 
to any point in the same yards, shall not be more than 
$2.00 per car; provided, that when the said switching 
movement is over the tracks of more than one railroad, a 
charge of not more than $3.00 may be made. This rule 
shall not be interpreted as rescinding or modifying Rule 
15, except as herein specifically provided. 

DELIVERY OF CARS TO CONNECTING ROADS. 

16. The Commission will prescribe particular rules and 
conditions for the delivery, without delay, to any con- 
necting road of the same gauge, all cars consigned to 
points beyond such connecting roads, so as to promote 
speedy transportation and prevent unjust discrimination. 
Due regard will be had in each instance to the attain- 
ment of such purposes. 

RIGHT OF SHIPPER TO ROUTE FREIGHT. 

17. The right of the shipper to direct by what route 
or routes his shipments shall be transported within the 
State of Florida shall be observed by all common carriers 
under the jurisdiction of the Railroad Commissioners of 
Florida. When shipments are rooted by the shippers, the 
rates applying by the routing specified may be used by 
the carrier. 

LOWEST RATE TO BE CHARGED. 

18. Whenever there is a conflict between class and 
commodity rates, or between mileage rates and commod- 
ity rates, for the transportation of freight between any 
two points in Florida, the lowest rate in effect shall he 
charged. 
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joint rates. 

As Amended, Effective April 1, 1917, by Order No. 5-18. 

19. On intrastate shipments of freight passing ov.r 
two or more lines, and not governed by Rule 1, no con 
mon carrier which is a party to the haul shall charge or 
receive for its services in connection with such shipment 
more than its maximum rate for the distance hauled by 
it, less 10 per cent, when the entire haul is over two lint*, 
nor more than its maximum rate, less 20 per cent, when 
the entire haul is over three or more lines, nor in any 
instance more than the published rate applicable for Ihe 
same movement when handled as a one-line haul, hut any 
such rate collected or received by any such common car- 
rier, as above prescribed, may he divided among them- 
selves by the parties to any such rate in such proportion 
a» may be agreed upon by them. 

SETTLEMENT OF CLAIMS FOR OVERCHARGES. 

20. All overcharges on freight by any railroad or com- 
mon carrier doing business in the State of Florida shall 
D$ settled within thirty (30) days after demand upon the 
agent at the delivery depot (and surrender of shipping 
receipt) by the consignee or person paying the freight. 

Whenever an overcharge on freight has been made on a 
shipment over two or more trail roads or common carriers, 
it shall be settled by the delivering road or carrier. 

If the overcharge is made on a shipment to a flag sta- 
tion, then the demand to be made on the agent of the reg- 
ular station to which the same was billed. 

This rule will apply to claims made through the Rail- 
road Commission, except that demand for settlement will 
be made upon the traffic manager or general freight agent 
of the company. 
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FREIGHT RECEIPTS. 

21. All railroad companies doing business in this State 
shall, upon demand, issue duplicate freight receipts to all 
shippers of freight, in which shall be stated the class or 
classes of freight shipped, freight charges over the rail- 
road issuing such receipt and, as far as practicable, shall 
state the charges upon the same over the connecting roads 
transporting such freight ; and in all cases the railroads 
receiving such freight shipped shall be held in all the 
courts of this State as responsible for the prompt and 
safe delivery of same to its point of destination within a 
reasonable time required for its transportation, which 
reasonable length of time shall be determined after due 
investigation by said Railroad Commissioners. When the 
consignee of such freight presents the railroad receipt to 
the agent of the railroad last transporting said freight, 
such agent shall deliver the articles shipped upon the 
payment of the rates charged for the class of freight as 
stipulated in said railroad receipt. 

DELIVEBY OF FREIGHTS. 

22. Railroad companies shall deliver to each consignee 
of freight the article or articles mentioned in the receipt 
(or bill of lading) on the payment of the lawful rate for 
the class or classes of freight transported, and the con- 
signee shall not be compelled to pay for any article or 
articles not received by him. When a part of the articles 
mentioned in the receipt shall reach the point of destina- 
tion, it shall be the duty of the railroad company at such 
point to deliver the same upon the payment by the con- 
signee of the freight charges on said article or articles, 
notwithstanding the remainder of the articles mentioned 
in the receipt may have been delayed or lost. 
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EQUIPPING LUMBER CARS. 

23. Whenever application is made by any person to 
any railroad company or common carrier engaged in bus- 
iness in the State of Florida for flat cars on which to 
load any lumber or timber, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Section 5213, Laws of Florida, approved June 
4, 1903, the equipment furnished with said cars, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of said Act, shall be capable 
of being readily removed or lowered, so that the lumber 
or timber may be loaded on or off the said cars without 
being obstructed, impeded or inconvenienced by such 
equipment. 

ESTABLISHING AND ABOLISHING STATION 
AGENCIES. 

24. Each and every depot or station agency on the line 
of the road now maintained, conducted or used in Florida 
by any railroad or express company in this State for the 
transaction of business with the public is hereby formally 
established and located at the point and on the premises 
where the same is now being so maintained and conducted. 
No such depot or station agency as aforesaid now es- 
tablished, or hereafter to be established, pursuant to 
order made by the Railroad Commission of Folrida, or 
voluntarily by such company, shall be closed, removed or 
suspended or abolished without authority granted by this 
Commission, upon written application. 

Provided, however, that this rule shall have no applica- 
tion to any depot or station agency heretofoer established, 
or that may hereafter be established, for the special or 
temporary purpose, or not as a general depot or station 
agency. 

Provided, further, That whenever any depot or station 
agency is established, it shall be the duty of the railroad 
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company to file in the office of the Railroad Commission, 
within thirty days after the establishment thereof, all in- 
formation needed for a full and proper understanding of 
all the interests to be affected thereby, showing the neces- 
sity for and purposes of establishing such depot or station 
agency. 

Provided, further, That it shall be the duty of the rail- 
road and express companies operating in the State of 
Florida to file in the office of the Railroad Commission, 
within thirty days from the date of this order, a list of 
all depots or station agencies now being operated by them 
for special or temporary purposes, giving, with reference 
to each of them, the information hereinbefore required as 
to the agencies to be established in the future. 

OVERLOADING CARS. 

As Amended Effective Feb. 4, 1918, by Order No. 585. 

"25. When any car of lumber or other forest products 
is loaded in excess of 110% of its marked carrying ca- 
pacity the excess may be charged for at double the lum- 
ber or other forest products rate, as the case may be ; but 
any railroad company may refuse to transport any car 
of lumber or other forest products loaded in excess of 
110% of its marked carrying capacity, and may transfer 
such excess to another car and require the consignee to 
pay the expense of transferring it, and shall transport 
such excess at the regular lumber or forest products 
rate." 

OFFICE HOURS. 

26. At all of their agencies in Florida railroads shall 
receive all freight offered, proper for transportation, and 
-shall make the usual deliveries of freight to consignee 
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(Sundays and legal holidays excepted) between the hours 
of 7 o'clock a. m. and 5 o'clock p. m.; provided, that in 
cities or towns having less than ten thousand (10,000) 
inhabitants, according to the most recently published Na- 
tional census, the agent may take an intermission of one 
hour for dinner. 

RATES ROADS MUST PAY OTHER ROADS FOR 
USE OF CARS. 

27. (1) Every railroad and terminal company shall 
pay for the use of freight cars of other companies twenty- 
five cents per ear per day, which shall be paid for every 
calendar day, excluding the first and including the last. 
A company receiving and delivering a car on the same 
day shall not pay the per diem for that day. 

(2) For each car in switching service the switching line 
may reclaim from the railroad for which the service 
was performed an arbitrary amount equal to the above 
per diem for four days. 

(3) The above amounts of per diem and reclaim are 
maximum amounts and may be reduced by agreement be- 
tween railroads, but all such agreements must, under Sec- 
tion 2907 of the General Statutes, be submitted to the 
Railroad Commissioners for inspection and correction. 

(4) This rule does not apply to cars having other than 
railroad ownership. 

TRANSFERRING CARLOAD SHIPMENTS TO 
OTHER CARS IN TRANSIT. 

28. Whenever any railroad transporting a carload 
shipment consigned to a non-agency station shall reload 
said shipment into another car, either on its own line or 
at a junction with another line of railroad, it must on 
the same day mail a notice to both the consignor and the 
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consignee, stating the initials and numbers of the car into 
which the shipment has been transferred, as well as of the 
car from which the transfer was made. 

Such reloading must not take place except under cir- 
cumstances which would legally justify it. 
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SECTION 4— RULES AND REGULATIONS 

GOVERNING THE TRANSPORTATION 

OF LIVE STOCK 



ESTIMATED WEIGHTS. 

1. The weights given below are estimated weights, and 
not actual, and are simply used to get the rating on live 
stock. (To illustrate: One horse, mule or horned ani- 
mal is estimated at the same rate as 2,000 pounds of any 
kind of first-class freight at carrier's risk and second 
class at owner's risk.) 

LIVE STOCK, LESS THAN CAKLOADS, WILL BE 
TAKEN AT THE FOLLOWING ESTI- 
MATED WEIGHTS. 

One horse, mule or horned animal, except as 

specified below, 2,000 pounds 

Two horses, mules or horned animals, except 
as specified below, in the same car and 
from the same shipper to the same con-

Shetland ponies, any age, not crated 1,000 pounds 

Yearling cattle, except bulla, not crated each 1,000 pounds 
Colts, under one year old, except stallions, 

not crated, 1,000 pounds 

Calves, under one year old, not crated 1,000 pounds 
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Calves, under one year old, crated, each, act- 
ual weight, but not less than 100 pounds 

Sheep, crated, each, actual weight, but not 

less than 100 pounds 

Lambs, crated, each, actual weight, but not 

less than 100 pounds 

Hogs, crated, each, actual weight, but not 

less than 100 pounds 

Pigs, crated, each, actual weight, but not 

less than 100 pounds 

Sheep, lambs, hogs and pigs, L. C. L., will not be re- 
ceived unless crated. 
Goats, same as sheep. 
Kids, same as lambs. 
Cows, calves, colts, ponies, hogs, sheep, lambs 
and other animals, crated, actual 

weight, but not less than 100 pounds 

In no case shall the charge for less than a carload of 
live stock exceed the charge for a carload. 

MAXIMUM VALUATION OF LIVE STOCK 
SHIPMENTS. 

Each 

Horses and mules, not over t 75-00 

Horned cattle, not over 30.00 

Stallions, jacks and bulls, not over 150.00 

Lambs, calves, hogs or sheep, not over 5.00 

Mare and colt, together, not over 100.00 

Cow and calf, together, not over 35.00 

For every increase of 100 per cent, or fraction thereof 
in valuation, there shall be an increase of 50 per cent, in 
rates, 

MIXED SHIPMENTS. 

Mixed shipments of cattle, hogs, lambs, etc., may be 
taken in carloads at carload rates prescribed for the trans- 
portation of cattle, but carriers will be released from any 
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damage to animals, whether caused by their own actions 
or to each other — suffocation, exhaustion from heat and 
cold, and (if not haltered) from escape. 

Shippers will be required to feed, water and care for 
stock at their own expense. When food is furnished by 
carrier, a charge will be made for the same and collected 
from consignee. 

One, two or three cars of live stock will entitle the 
owner or his agent to be carried free to point of destina- 
tion of consignment on the train with the stock, to care 
for the same. Four to seven cars, inclusive, belonging to 
one owner, two men in charge, and eight cars or more be- 
longing to one owner, three men in charge, which number 
is the maximum number of attendants that will be carried 
free for one shipment. 

Return transportation not given to owners, agents or 
attendants. 
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DEMURRAGE RULES. 



The railroads doing business -wholly or in part within 
the State of Florida are hereby authorized to operate 
tlie following demurrage rules: 

RULE I. 

Freight Subject to Car Service Charges. 

All freight in ears, whether full carload or not, shipped 
to one consignee and taking track delivery, will be sub- 
ject to car service regulations. 

RULE II. 

Notice to Consignee. 

Railroad companies shall give prompt notice by mail 
or otherwise to consignee of the arrival of goods, together 
with the weight and amount of freight charges due there- 
on as shown by way bills, and when goods or freight of 
any kind in carload quantities, arrive said notice must 
contain letters or initials of car, number of the car, net 
weight and the amount of freight charges due on the 
same. Storage aud demurrage charges may be assessed, 
rules and regulations. No storage or demurrage charges, 
however, shall in any case be allowed unless legal notice 
of the arrival of the goods has been given to the owner 
or consignee thereof by the railroad company. 

RULE IIL 

As Amended June 15, 1917. (See Note 1 at end of 
Demurrage Rules.) 

Legal Notice. • 

"Legal notice referred to in these rules may be either 
actual or constructive. Where the consignee is personal- 
ly served with notice of the arrival of freight, free time 
ends forty-eight (48) hours from the time of notification, 
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not including Sundays or legal holiday b. Constructive 
notice referred to consists of posting notice by mail to 
consignee. Where this mode of giving notice is adopted, 
there shall be twenty-four (24) hours' additional free 
time to be added to the forty-eight (48) hours, to be 
computed from the time notice was mailed; provided, 
however, that if, in any case, when notice of arrival is 
given by mail, the consignee will make oath that neither 
he, his agent * nor employees, have received such notice, 
then no demurrage charges shall be made until after legal 
notice, as above specified, is given." 

RULE IV. 

As Amended June 15, 1917. (See Note 1 at end of, 
Demurrage Rules.) 

Pek Diem Charge. 

A charge of one dollar ($1.00) per car per day shall 
be made for detention of tars and use of track when cars 
are not loaded or unloaded within forty-eight (48) hours, 
not including Sundays and legal holidays, except when 
loaded with seed cotton, cottonseed in bulk, cottonseed 
hulls in bulk, fertilizer material in bulk, coal, bulk pota- 
toes, bulk cabbage, brick and dressed lumber (in box 
cars), seventy-two (72) hours will be allowed for unload- 
ing. It being understood that said car or cars are to be 
placed and remain accessible to the consignee for the 
purpose of unloading during the period in which held 
free of demurrage; that when the period of such demur- 
rage charges commences, they are to be placed accessible 
to the consignee for unloading purposes on demand of 
the consignee; provided however, that if the railroad 
company shall remove such car or cars after being bo 
placed, or in any way obstruct unloading of same, the 
consignee shall not be charged with delay caused there- 
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by; provided further, that when any consignee shall re- 
ceive four or more care during any one day taking track 
delivery, the gaid car in excess of three shall not be liable 
to demurrage by any railroad company until after the 
expiration of seventy-two (72) hours. Any fraction of a 
day shall be considered a day. 

(See Note 2 at end of Demurrage Rules). 

RULE V. 

Goods Consigned to Order of Shipper. 

When consignors ship goods consigned to themselves, 
it shall be the duty of the railroad companies to give 
legal notice to such consignees, or persons to whom ship- 
ping directions order delivery. This notice may be ad- 
dressed by mail to the consignee at point of delivery, 
and demurrage will begin as in other cases of notice bj 
mail; and the mailing of such notice shall be sufficient 
legal notice in such cases, whether the consignee actually 
receives the same or not. 

RULE VI. 
Refusal to Accept Shipments. 

When the consignee shall refuse, or for a period of ten 
days after notice, as provided for in Rule III, fail to ac- 
cept freight tendered in pursuance of the bill of lading, 
the carrier charged with the delivery shall give or send 
the consignor legal notice of such refusal or failure, un- 
less the consignee has signified in writing his acceptance 
of the property; and the consignor shall thenceforth be- 
come liable to such carrier for the demurrage then due 
and which may accrue thereafter upon the car or cars in 
which the goods are stored to the same extent and at the 
same rate as such charges are now, under like circum- 
stances by the rnles of this Commission, imposed upon 
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cobsignees who refuse or neglect, after notice of arrival, 
to remove freight of like character from the cars of the 
carrier. No demurrage charges, however, shall be al- 
lowed after the expiration of the period of ten days from 
date of legal notice to the consignee until the consignor 
shall have been notified of refusal or failure on the part 
of consignee to accept the freight. 

A consignee who has once refused to accept a consign- 
ment of goods shall not thereafter be entitled to receive 
the same except upon payment of all charges for demur- 
rage which would otherwise have accrued. 

RULE VII. 

Cabs for Delivery ok Team Traces or Private Sidings. 

Section 1. Cars containing freight to be delivered upon 
carload delivery tracks or private sidings are to be de- 
livered upon the tracks designated by consignee upon 
arrival, or as soon thereafter as the ordinary routine of 
yard work will permit. 

Sec. 2. Cars containing property, the billing of which 
does not specify any particular delivery, and for which 
no standing or special order has been filed with carrier's 
agent within twenty-four (24) hours, will be considered 
as requiring general track delivery and shall be so placed 
after twenty-four (24) hours. 

Sec. 3. Cars for unloading shall be considered placed 
when such cars are held in receiving yards awaiting 
orders from shippers or consignees, or when held for 
payment of freight charges; Provided, The railroad com- 
pany could otherwise have placed such cars on delivery 
traeks accessible to the consignee for the purpose of un- 
loading, except that it was consigned to private sidings 
already fully occupied and delivery, therefore, impracti- 
cable, detention is to be computed from time of notifica- 
tion.

KULE VIII. 

As Amended June 15, 1917, (See Note at end of De- 
murrage Rules.) 

Cabs HsLn fob Shipping Directions. 

"Cars detained or held for want of proper shipping in- 
structions, or by reason of improper or excessive loading 
(where loading is done by shipper), shall he subject to a 
demurrage charge of one dollar (fl.OO) per car for each 
day or fraction of a day said car or cars are so detained 
or held. Likewise, when cars are promptly loaded and* 
shipping instructions given, the railroad agent must im- 
mediately issue the bills of lading therefor; and if said 
car or ears are detained or held, and not carried forward 
within twenty -four (24) hours, except perishable articles, 
which shall be removed within twenty -four (24) hours 
thereafter, said railroad company Bhall be liable to said 
shipper for the payment of one dollar ($1.00) per car per 
day for each day or fraction of a day that said car or 
cars are thus detained or held. (See Note 2 at end of 
Demurrage Rules.)" 

RULE IX. 

Consignments More Than Four Miles Distant. 

A consignee living more than four miles from the 
depot, and whose freight is destined to his residence or 
place of business so located, shall not be subject to stor- 
age or demurrage charges allowed in the above rules 
until a sufficient time has elapsed after notice for said 
consignee to remove said goods by the exercise of ordi- 
nary diligence.

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RULE X. 

Railhoads Allowed to Store Property. 

Railroad companies are authorized to store such prop- 
erty in public warehouses at the expense of owner if 
same is not removed before demurrage charges attach. 

RULE XI. 

As Amended June 15, 1917. {See Note at end of De- 
murrage Rules.) 

Per Diem Charge Allowed Consignees. 

"When any railroad company fails to deliver freight at 
the depot or to place loaded cars at an accessible place 
for unloadiug within forty -eight (48) hours (not includ- 
ing Sundays or legal holidays), computed from 1(1 A. M. 
the day after arrival of the same, the shipper or con- 
signee shall be paid one dollar ($1.00) per day for each 
day said delivery is so delayed." 

RULE XII. 

Stormy Weather. 

Whenever the weather during the period of free time 
is so severe, inclement or rainy that it is impracticable 
to secure means of removal, or where, from the nature 
of the goods, removal would cause injury or damage, such 
time shall be added to the free period ; and no demurrage 
charges shall be allowed for such additional time. 

This rule applies to the state of the weather during 
business hours. 

RULE XIII. 

Discrimination and Exemptions. 

Railroads shall not discriminate between persons or 
places in storage or demurrage charges. If a railroad 
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company collects storage or demurrage of one person, 
under the demurrage rules, it must collect of all who are 
liable. No rebate, drawback or other similar device will 
be allowed. If demurrage is collected by a railroad com- 
pany at one point on its line it must be collected at all 
places on its lines of those liable under the rules of the 
Commission. 

Provided, That all package freight unloaded in a depot 
or warehouse, which is not removed by the owners thereof 
from the custody of the railroad company within seventy- 
two (72) hours (not including Sunday or legal holidays) 
after legal notice of arrival, may be subject thereafter to 
a charge of storage for each day or fraction of a day that 
it may remain in the custody of the railroad company, 
as follows: 

In less than carload quantities, not more than one cent 
per 100 pounds per day. 

In carload quantities not more than one dollar ($1.00) 
per day. 

Provided further, That in no case shall the amount col- 
lected for storage of a less than carload shipment exceed 
the amount authorized to be charged as storage or de- 
murrage on a carload of similar freight for the same 
length of time when not unloaded from the car as pro- 
vided by the Demurrage Kules. 

Provided further, That the Commission shall hear and 
grant applications to suspend operation of this rule wher- 
ever justice shall demand this course. 

RULE XIV. 

Storage! Charges on Baggage. 

Baggage remaining more than twenty-four hours after 
delivery from trains, or after delivery at stations for 
transportation, will be subject to a storage charge for 
each piece of twenty-five cents for the second day of 
twenty-four hours or fraction thereof, and for each sue- 
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ceeding day, at the rate of ten cents per day, until the 
end of the calendar month, or until the accrued charges 
amount to one dollar ($1.00) for each piece. 

If a second month is entered upon, the charge for the 

first month will be repeated until the accrued charges 
amount to 50 cents for each piece. The rate for each 
month succeeding will be the same as for the second 
month. 

When baggage arrives between the hours of 3 P. M. 
Saturday and 3 P. M. Sunday, it will be held without 
charge until 3 P. M. Monday. 

XV. 

(Rescinded.) 

RULE XVI. 

Other Demurrage Charges. 

No other charges shall be made by any railroad com- 
pany doing business wholly or in part in the State of 
Florida for storage or demurrage except as provided in 
the foregoing rules, and these rules shall become effective 
December 23, 1901. 

RULE XVII. 

When. a shipper makes a written application to a rail- 
road company for a car or cars, to be loaded with any 
kind of freight embraced in the tariff of said company, 
for transportation within the State of Florida, stating 
in said application the character of the freight, the rail- 
road company shall furnish same within four days from 
7 o'clock a. m. the day following such application. 

Or, when the shipper making application specifies a 
future day on which he desires to make a shipment (of 
other than fruit or vegetables), giving not less than four 
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days' notice thereof, com pn ting from 7 o'clock a. m. the 
day following such application, the railroad company 
shall furnish such car or care on or before the day speci- 
fied in the application." 

Or, when the shipper making such application specifies 
a future day on which he desires to make a shipment of 
fruit or vegetables, giving not less than two days' notice 
thereof, computing from 7 o'clock a. m. the day following 
such application, the railroad company shall furnish such 
car or cars on or before the day specified in the appli- 
cation. 

For failure to comply with this rule, the company so 
offending shall forfeit and pay to the shipper applying 
the sum of |2.00 per car per day or fraction of a day's 
delay after expiration of free time, upon demand in writ- 
ing made within thirty days thereafter by the shipper. 

Provided^ however, That the collection of the demur- 
rage herein authorized shall not deprive the shipper of 
his right to recover in any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, such damages as he may sustain by reason of the 
delay in furnishing cars. 

Provided further, That this rule does not alter, abolish, 
supercede or repeal Rule 3 of the Railroad Commission's 
"Rules Governing the Transportation of Freight." 

RULE XVIII. 

Deposit Required. 

A shipper, on whose order a car or cars have been 
placed for loading, shall be allowed forty-eight hours Tor 
the loading of such car or cars, computing the time from 
7 o'clock a. m, the day after such car or cars have been 
placed subject to the order of the shipper, and thereafter 
a demurrage charge of not more than f2.00 per car per 
day, or fraction of a day, may be assessed and collected, 
and all such cars as have not been tendered to the rail- 
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road company with shipping instructions within said 
forty-eight hours; provided, however, that should the 
shipper fail to begin loading within forty-eight hours 
after the expiration of free time, the railroad company 
shall consider the car or cars released, and may assess 
and collect $4.00 on each car, covering the demurrage then 
due. 

Provided, That with every order for a car or cars, the 
shipper shall deposit with the agent, or other proper 
official on whom the demand for cars is made, $4.00 for 
each and every car so ordered, which shall he refunded 
promptly to the shipper if the car or cars are loaded as 
provided for herein; otherwise, to be forfeited to the 
railroad. And provided further, that any shipper failing 
to make deposit as herein provided shall forfeit all right 
to recover demurrage from the railroad for failure to 
furnish cars within the time required. 

Railroad companies shall not be compelled to furnish 
cars for future shipments to parties in default as to the 
payment of the demurrage charges herein last provided 
for, until such demurrage charges have been paid. 

If, after placing the car or cars required by this rule, 
the railroad company shall, during or after free time, 
temporarily remove all or any of them, or in any way 
prevent, obstruct or delay the loading of same, the ship- 
per shall not be chargeable with the delay caused thereby. 

When, by reason of delay or irregularity on the part 
of the railroad company in filling orders, cars are bunched 
in excess of the ability of the shipper to load, as indicated 
in his application, the shipper shall be allowed separate 
and distinct periods of free time within which to load the 
car or cars specified in each separate application. 

RULE XIX. 

Shipments Delayed in Transit. 

Whenever shipments have been received by any rail- 
road company, such shipments destined to stations with- 
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in a distance of fifty miles from starting point, shall be 
transported to destination within two days from 7 o'clock 
p. m. the day of issuing the bill of lading, and in one 
day's additional time for each additional fifty miles or 
fraction thereof; provided, that in computing time of 
freight in transit there shall be allowed twenty-four hours 
at each point where transferring from one railroad to 
another or re-handling of freight is involved, and for fail- 
ure to transport such shipments within the time pre- 
scribed the railroad company shall forfeit and pay to the 
consignor or consignee the sum of $2.00 per day on all 
carload freight and one cent j>er hundred pounds per day 
on package freights and freights in less than carload, 
with minimum charge of twenty-five cents for any pack- 
age; provided, the shipper makes demand therefor in 
writing within thirty days thereafter; provided further, 
that in no ease shall the penalty on any shipment exceed 
the value of the goods transported. The period of time 
during which the movement of trains is suspended for 
any cause not within the power of the roads to prevent 
shall be added to the time allowed herein. 

Provided further, That the initial carrier shall be held 
responsible to the consignor or consignee for delay, in 
accordance with this rule, and whenever, in the trans- 
portation of any freight which may pass over two or 
more lines and delay is occasioned after it has been 
promptly offered to a connection by the initial road, the 
initial road shall recover of the road at fault for demur- 
rage paid in accordance with this rule. 

Note 1— By Order No. 559, issued May 30, 1917, effec- 
tive June 15th, 1917, the Commissioners amended De- 
murrage Rules III, IV, VIII and XI, reducing free time 
allowed both shippers and carriers from 72 hours to 48 
houra. This action became necessary on account of the 
scarcity of equipment and increases in traffic due to war 
conditions. These changes are temporary, and unless 
otherwise ordered by the Commissioners the above men 
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tioned Rules shall again become in full force and effect 
on June 1st, 1918, in the form in which they were adopted 
and promulgated prior to the making and entry of Order 
No. 559. (See Order 559, published in full elsewhere in 
this report.)

STATISTICS 

The Federal government haB changed the reporting 
year for all common carriers from the "year ending June 
30th" to the calendar year," and for the sake of economy, 
convenience and uniformity, the Legislature at onr re- 
quest changed the State law to conform, the first report 
under the change being that for the calendar year 1916. 
Insofar as we are concerned, this change affected only 
railroad, express and sleeping car companies, steamboat, 
telegraph and telephone companies being already on a 
calendar year basis prior to the change. 

It has been utterly impossible, in the time between the 
close of the past calendar year and the date of this report 
for the various utilities which are required to report to 
this Commission, to file complete and accurate reports for 
the year 1917 in time for inclusion herein. This is not 
only the case at present, but the same condition has ex- 
isted in the past, especially with those utilities reporting 
by calendar year, and for this reason our future annual 
reports will contain statistics for the year previous to 
the year covered by the report. 

The latest reports on file when this report was given 
to the printer are those for the calendar year 1916, and 
only statistics which have not been heretofore reported 
for said year appear in the following tables. 

Annual reports of utilities under our jurisdiction must 
be filed with the Commissioners on or before March 31st 
of the year immediately following the year covered by 
their report, and any information desired concerning 
reports subsequent to those included herein can be ob- 
tained on or after March 31st of the year following the 
year for which the information is desired.
